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Order GERAHIALES 

By John Kunkei, Smai^i:, 

Herbs, shrubs or trees, sometimes succulent or tender plants ( Tropaeolaceae, 
Balsaminaceae and Lintfianthaceae) , or woody vines (some Malpighiaceae) , the 
tissues with or without secreting glands or cells. Leaves alternate or opposite, 
sometimes all basal, rarely reduced to mere scales or phyllodia ; blades simple 
and entire, toothed, variously lobed or parted, or compound, the leaflets two 
or more, palmately or pinnately disposed, or solitary. Flowers predominantly 
perfect, sometimes polygamous or polygamo-dioecious, usually complete, reg- 
ular or irregular, the floral envelopes borne on the torus below the gynoecium, 
or on the edge of a hypanthium which is usually lined with a disk. Calyx 
of distinct or rarely partially united, sometimes glandular-appendaged sepals, 
regular, or irregular (some Geraniaceaey Tropaeolaceae^ and Balsaminaceae) ^ 
one of the sepals being produced into a sac or spur. Corolla of distinct or 
rarely partially united, sometimes appendaged petals, regular, or irregular 
(some Geraniaceae, Tropaeolaceae ^ Balsaminaceae^ some Rutaceaey and 7W- 
ganiaceae), the petals being of different sizes and shapes or one of them with 
a sac or spur at the base, rarely partially adnate to the gynoecium (^Meliaceae) . 
Androecium of as many stamens as there are sepals or petals, or twice as 
many, or rarely more, borne on the torus below the gynoecium, or on the 
edge of or beneath the edge of a fleshy disk, sometimes partially or wholly 
reduced to staminodia, rarely declined ; filaments distinct and sometimes 
appendaged or partially or wholly united into a cup or tube, rarely partially 
adnate to the gynoecium iMeliaceae) ; anthers short or elongate, opening 
lengthwise, sometimes appendaged, distinct or united over the top of the 
gynoecium, Gynoecium of two or several distinct, or partially united or 
wholly united carpels, sessile or stipitate, or rarely elevated on a columnar or 
disk-like torus. Ovary predominantly superior, rarely partially inferior; 
styles terminal, lateral, or basal, sometimes adnate to an elongate central col- 
umn ; stigmas minute or foliaceous. Ovules solitary, several, or numerous in 
each carpel, usually borne on the inner angle of the ovary-cavity: Fruit a 
capsule, samara, berry or drupe. Seeds with or without endosperm, some- 
times arillate.

Plants without secreting glands or cells in their tissues. 
Filaments partially united. 

Styles adnate around a column from which they break at

Styles not united around a central column. 
Sepals unappendaged.

Calyx regrular, none of the sepals spurred or saccate, 
btyle basal, arising^ from between the nearly distinct

Style not basal, the carpel-bodies well united. 

Shrub or tree with almost leafless branches ; flower- 
clusters borne on thorn-like twigs. Fam. 8. Koeberliniaceab. 
Herbs, shrubs, trees or vines, with simple or com- 
pound leaves. 
Herbs, shrubs or trees with conspicuously or 
loosely articulated stems, and opposite or alter- 
nate mostly compound leaves, the flower-stalks 
arising from the axils of the interpetiolar 
stipules when the leaves are opposite; cal3rx 
without glands; anthers with inconspicuous 
connectives ; filaments usually with a scale at 
the base ; gynoecium mostly 4-12-carpellary ,and 
with united styles and 2-several ovules, or 
rarely a single ovule in each carpel ; embryo 

straight or nearly so. Fam. 9. Zygophyllaceae. 

Shrubs,trees or woody vines with inconspicuously 
jointed stems and opposite simple leaves ; calyx 
commonly with a gland or a pair of glands on 
the back of each sepal ; anthers mostly with 
conspicuous connectives ; filaments without 
scales at the base ; gynoecium mostly 3-carpel- 
laiy and with distinct styles and a single ovule 
in each carpel ; embryo usually abruptly bent 

or coiled. Fam. 10. Malpighiaceae. 

Plants with secreting glands or cells which are often in the 
leaves, or only in the bark. 
Filaments distinct, nearly or quite to the base.* 

leaves punctate by oil glands. Fam. 11. Rutaceae. 

Leaves not punctate. 

Gynoecium of distinct carpels. Fam. 12. Surianaceae. 

Gynoecium of more or less united carpels. 

Bitter-barked shrubs or trees with oil-sacs in the 

bark. Fam. 13. Simarubaceae. 

Resiniferous shrubs or trees. Fam. 14. Burseraceab. 

Filaments united into a cup or tube, wholly or in part. Fam. 15. Meliaceae. 

Corolla with one petal spurred. Fam. 16. Trigoniaceae. 
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Family 1. GERANIACEAE

Annual, biennial or perennial herbs, with erect scape-like or diffusely 
dichotomous stems. Leaves normally opposite, stipulate ; blades toothed, 
lobed or more or less pinnately, palmately or pedately cleft, parted or divided. 
Flowers regular, cymose. Calyx of 5 imbricate persistent sepals, each often 
terminating in a subulate tip, which is occasionally bristle-appendaged. Cor- 
olla of 5 white or colored deciduous petals. Receptacle with or without 5 
glands. Androecium of 10, or rarely 5 or fewer, stamens, the filaments united 
at the base. Gynoecium of 5 carpels, whose styles are adnate to an elongate 
central column from which they break at maturity ; each carpel with 2 ovules 
but maturing only one seed. Seed with little endosperm. Embryo with folded 
incumbent cotyledons. 

CoroUa regular ; calyx dpurless. 

Carpel-bodies turgid ; carpel-tails (styles) glabrous within, merely recoiling 
at maturity : anthers usually 10 (or 5 in Geranium pusiltum). 
Carpel-bodies deciduous from the styles at maturity, each with 2 fibrous 

appendages near the top ; leaf -blades divided. 1. Robertiella. 

Carpel-bodies permanently attached to the styles, unappendaged ; leaf- 
blades lobed, cleft or parted. 2. Geranium. 
Carpel-bodies spindle-shaped ; carpel-tails (styles) pubescent within, spirally 

coiled at maturity ; anthers 5. 3. Erodium. 

Corolla irregular ; calyx with a spur which is adnate to the pedicel. 4. Pelargonium. 

1. ROBERTIELLA Hanks, gen. nov. 

RoberHum Picard, M6m. Soc. Agric. Boulogne II. 1 : 99. 1837. Not Robertia Scop. 1777. 

Annual tender herbs. Leaves opposite ; blades 3-divided, the divisions 1-2-pinnatifid, 
the tenninal division with a stalk-like base. Sepals 5, awn-tipped. Petals 5, glabrous, 
each with a linear claw and an obovate or cuneate blade barely longer than the claw. 
Stamens 10 ; filaments glabrous. Style-column beaked. Stigmas slender. Carpel-bodies 
deciduous from the styles at maturity, each bearing 2 fibrous appendages near the top. 
Seeds minutely granular. 

Type species, Geranium Robertianum L.

dnlar-villous ; sepals lanceolate, 6-8.5 mm. long, the tips filiform ; petals red-purple, 8-11 

mm. long, the blades cuneate or obovate; style-column 1-1.5 cm. long, exclusive of the 

slender subulate beak ; carpel-bodies 2.5 mm. long, wrinkled ; seeds granular.

Africa.

2. GERANIUM (Tourn.) L. Sp. PI. 676. 1753. 

Annual or perennial herbs, the rootstocks, when present, terminating in a simple or 

branched caudex. I^eaves opposite ; blades palmately or radially lobed, cleft or parted. 

Sepals 5, usually awn-tipped, occasionally awnless. Petals 5, often pubescent near the base, 
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not markedly difierentiated into claw and blade. Stamens 10, or rarely 5 ; filaments usually 

ciliate near the base. Style-column usually beaked, the styles glabrous within, not spirally 

twisted when freed from the axis. Carpel-bodies turgid, permanently attached to the styles, 

rounded at the base, not appendaged at the top. Seeds smooth, reticulate or pitted. 

Type species, Geranium sylvaticufn L. 

Plants annual or biennial, or i>erhaps sometimes perennial in G. ihermale.

Stems loosely spreading, 3-11 dm. long, sometimes creeping, vil- 
lous-hirsute ; leaf-blades 2.5-8 cm. broad, 3-parted, the divisions loosely toothed or lobed, 
or the lateral ones cleft ; petioles with retrorse-spreading hairs ; pedicels solitary, pubes- 
cent like the petioles ; sepals 6-7 mm. long, minutely awn-tipped, the bodies elliptic ; petals 
whitish with purple veins, slightly longer than the sepals ; style-column 10-13 mm. long 
at maturity; carpel-bodies 3-3.5 mm. long, puberulent and sparingly pubescent; seeds 
minutely granular and obscurely reticulate.

Annual or biennial. Stems branched at the base, the branches spreading or decumbent, 

1-5 dm. long, often forking, finely pubescent ; leaf -blades reniform to orbicular-reniform 

in outline, 2-6 cm. broad, those of the lower leaves 6-9-cleft, those of the upper 3-5-cleft 

or parted, the divisions toothed or lobed at the apex ; petioles pubescent like the branches ; 

pedicels in pairs, minutely but copiously glandular-pubescent ; sepals elliptic to ovate, 3-4 

mm. long, awnless; petals deep-purple, obovate, truncate or emarginate at the apex, 

somewhat longer than the sepals ; stamens 10 ; style-column 8-9 mm. long at maturity, 

short-beaked ; carpel-bodies 2-2.5 mm. long, wrinkled ; seeds smooth. 

Type locality : Europe. 

Distribution ; Maine to Vancouver Island, North Carolina, and Ohio. Naturalized from 
Europe.

3. Geranium pusillttm Burin, f. Sp. Geran. 27. 1759. 
Annual or biennial. Stems branched at the base, the branches dectmibent or prostrate, 
1-5.5 dm. long, forking, puberulent; leaf-blades reniform in outline, 1.5-5 cm. broad, 5-7- 
parted, the divisions toothed or lobed at the apex ; petioles puberulent and with few spread- 
ing hairs; pedicels in pairs, minutely glandular-pubescent, especially under the calyx;

with spreading glandular hairs ; petals white, veinless, slightly longer than the sepals ; 

style-column 11-12 mm. long, abruptly short-beaked, pubescent with spreading glandular 

hairs ; carpel-bodies about 3 mm. long, nearly glabrous ; seeds nearly 2 mm. long, smooth.

Leaves approximate or crowded 
near the apex of the rootstock or on a branch of it, with long petioles and palmately 3-foliolate 
blades, the lateral leaflets somewhat inequilateral. Petaliferous flowers borne in a 1-flowered 
cyme which is subtended by one or two clasping bracts. Cleistogamous flowers borne on 
peduncles arising below those of the petaliferous flowers. Sepals 5, thick, the inner and 
the outer ones nearly equal. Petals 5, broadened upward, mostly rounded at the apex. 
Stamens 10, united at the base into a tube which is much shorter than the shorter filaments. 
Ovary as thick as long, each carpel bearing one or two ovules ; styles much longer than 
the ovary. Capsules of the i)etaliferous flowers globose to ovoid, larger than those of the 
cleistogamous flowers, beakless.

flowers broadly oblong, 8-10 mm. long at maturity, densely pubescent and ciliate ; petals 

23-30 mm. long, deep-pink ; gynoecium sparingly pubescent, especially about the top of the 

ovary and the lower part of the styles ; capsules not seen.

Petaliferous flowers borne in a terminal 
umbel-like cyme which is subtended by a whorl of narrow bracts. Cleistogamous flowers 
wanting. Sepals 5, very thin, the inner and outer ones nearly equal. Corolla fimnel> 
form. Petals 5, broadened upward, notched at the apex. Stamens 10, united at the base 
into a tube which is nearly as long as the shorter filaments. Ovary elongate, each carpel 
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bearing several ovules; styles about as long as the ovary. Capsule elongate, slender- 
fusiform, long-beaked.

3. OTOXALIS Small, gen. nov. 

Perennial succulent herbs with fleshy rootstocks. Leaves alternate, all basal, or at 
the tip of the caudexi with minute or obsolete stipules at the base of the petiole ; petioles 
elongate; blades palmately3-foliolate, the leaflets sessile or nearly so, with entire obcordate 
blades. Flowers borne in dichotomous cymes, which are subtended by scale-like bracts. 
Sepals 5, various, the two outer with broad auricled bases, the two edges of which are 
turned back, the intermediate one similarly dilated on one side, the two inner ones linear. 
Corolla salverform.. Petals 5, yellow, much longer than the sepals. Stamens 10, the fila- 
ments united at the base ; staminodia wanting, the filaments thus unappendaged. Ovary 
somewhat elongate ; styles filiform ; stigmas 2-lobed, the lobes fimbriate. Capsule and 
seeds not seen.

ones linear, sparingly pubescent ; petals yellow, cuneate, 11-16 mm. long ; capsules not seen.^

4. BOLBOXALIS Small, gen. nov. 

Perennial succulent herbs with rootstocks which bear bulblets at their nodes. I^eaves 
alternate, but clustered ; petioles elongate ; blades palmately 3-foliolate, the .leaflets sessile, 
with broadly obcordate or somewhat obreniform blades. Flowers borne in umbel-like cjones 
which are subtended by scale-like bracts. Sepals 5, nearly equal or the inner ones slightly 
narrower than the outer, each one bearing a pair of apical tubercles. Petals 5, yellow, 
typically large and conspicuous. Stamens 10 ; filaments united at the base, the longer ones 
appendaged on the back. Ovary elongate; styles slender; stigmas capitate. Capsule 
oblong or columnar. Seeds tuberculate, wrinkled.

Leaves 
alternate, but all basal ; petioles elongate, dilated at the base ; blades palmately 3-several- 
foliolate, the leaflets with narrow, cuneate, obdeltoid, obreniform, or suborbicular entire or 
lobed blades. Flowers borne in umbel-like simple or compound cymes which are subtended 
by several bracts. Sepals 5, each with one or two pairs of apical tubercles, or more, the 
inner ones often slightly narrower than the outer.

Plants 9-40 cm. tall, the bulb-scales many-ribbed ; leaves somewhat shorter than the 
scape, the i)etioles sparingly pubescent with spreading hairs ; leaflets 7-9, the blades 3-8 
cm. long, spatulate to narrowly cuneate, bright-green above, slightly paler beneath, with 
scattered hairs on both surfaces and on the margins ; scape glabrous or nearly so ; cymes 
10-24-flowered ; pedicels 1.5-3 cm. long, sparingly pubescent ; sepals narrowly oblong, 
4-5 mm. long, finely glandular-pubescent, obtuse, each bearing 2 short apical tubercles ; 
petals crimson, 14-18 mm. long; shorter filaments glabrous; longer filaments pubescent 
above, each with a prominent appendage on the back below the middle. 

Type locality : Mexico. 

Distribution : Mexico.

5. lonoxalls multlceps Small, sp. nov. 

Plants 28-40 cm. tall, the bulb not seen ; leaves considerably shorter than the scape, 

the petioles closely pubescent with much-crisped hairs ; leaflets 4, the blades 3-3.5 cm. 

long, obovate, minutely notched at the rounded apex, bright-gjeeq above, ciliate with crisped 

hairs, clothed beneath with minute close-set whitish hairs ; scape pubescent with scattered 

hairs which are more numerous near the inflorescence ; cymes 9-31-flowered ; pedicels 1.5- 

2.5 cm. long, glabrous or slightly villous under the calyx ; sepals linear to linear-lanceolate, 

5.5-6.5 mm. long, finely pubescent, each bearing two short apical tubercles; petals violet, 

12-16 mm. long ; shorter filaments glabrous ; longer filaments pubescent above, each with a 

prominent appendage on the back below the middle.

Plants 12-35 cm. tall, the bulb-scales several-ribbed ; leaves commonly about one half 

as tall as the scape, the petioles sparingly pubescent; leaflets 4, the blades 2-4 cm. long, 

broadly obovate or orbicular-obovate, truncate or nearly so at the apex, bright-green and 

purple-blotched above, paler and sparingly pubescent beneath ; scape less pubescent than 

the petioles ; cymes &-14-flowered ; pedicels 1-2.5 cm. long, pubescent ; sepals oblong, 5-6 

mm. long, ciliate at the rounded apex, each bearing 2 or several apical tubercles ; petals 

red, 18-22 mm. long; shorter filaments glabrous; longer filaments pubescent, each with an 

appendage near the base.

margined, each bearing 4, or sometimes apparently 3, short apical tubercles ; petals deep- 
purple above, paler near the base, 19-23 mm. long ; shorter and longer filaments pubescent, 
the latter each with an appendage on the back.

Plants 25-40 cm. tall, the bulb-scales several-ribbed ; leaves usually less than one half as 
tall as the scape, the petioles sparingly pubescent with lax hairs or glabrous in age ; leaflets 4, 
the blades 1.5-2.5 cm. long, obdeltoid in outline, shallowly 2-lobed, bright-green above, 
pale beneath, glabrous except for occasional marginal hairs, brown-margined ; scape 
glabrous ; cjmies 9-18-flowered ; pedicels 2-3 cm. long, finely pubescent below the 
calyx ; sepals oblong or nearly so, 4-4.5 mm. long, glabrous, often purple-margined, each 
bearing 2 tubercles which are often irregularly lobed at the base ; petals violet, 14-19 mm. 
long ; shorter filaments glabrous ; longer filaments pubescent above, each with an append- 
age below ^e middle.

Plants 1-3 dm. tall, the bulb-scales several-ribbed ; leaves mainly over one half as tall as 
the scape, the petioles sparingly pubescent, especially near the base ; leaflets 4, the blades 2-2.5 
cm. long, obdeltoid in outline, shallowly 2-lobed, deep-green and sometimes purple-blotched 
above, slightly paler beneath, glabrous, green-margined; scape sparingly pubescent or 
rather copiously so at the base; cymes 4-9-flowered; pedicels 1-2.5 cm. long, minutely 
pubescent and slightly glandular below the calyx ; sepals ovate to oblong-ovate, 4-5 mm.

pubescent ; sepals mostly 4.5-5 mm. long, the outer ones lanceolate to linear-lanceolate, 
closely pubescent, ciliate and bearded at the apex ; petals yellow, 8-12 mm. long ; longer 
filaments appendaged below the middle, above which they are pubescent ; capsules broadly 
oblong, 4-5 mm. long ; seeds 1.5-2 mm. long.

Plants 9-35 cm. tall, erect, or more or less diffuse, the stem and branches closely pubes- 
cent with very fine erect or ascending hairs which are somewhat deciduous in age ; leaves 
mostly crowded or approximate at inten^als along the stem and the branches, the petioles 
pubescent like the branches ; blades of the leaflets ovate to lanceolate, mostly 1-3 cm. long, 
finely pubescent on both sides, but more densely so beneath, that of the terminal leaflet 
obtuse, acutish, or notched at the apex, those of the lateral ones usually much smaller and 
decidedly notched at the apex ; primary peduncles mostly longer than the petioles ; pedicels 
finely pubescent, 3-5 mm. long ; sepals 3-4 mm. long, the outer ones oblong-lanceolate, 
pubescent ; longer filaments appendaged below the middle above which they are pubescent ; 
styles glabrous ; capsules oblong to ovoid, 4-6 mm. long, nearly twice as long as the sepals ; 
seeds about 1.5 mm. long.

Plants 12-95 cm. tall, the stem more or less branched, the young branches pubescent 
with short spreading or ascending hairs ; leaves rather approximate on the young branches, 
the petioles sparingly pubescent ; blades of the leaflets oval to suborbicular, 1-2.5 cm. long, 
sparingly ciliate and with scattered hairs on both surfaces, or sometimes glabrous in age, 
notched at the apex, the lateral leaflets only slightly more deeply notched than the terminal 
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one ; primary peduncles mostly longer than the petioles ; pedicels often closely pubescent, 

3-5 mm. long ; sepals 5-6 mm. long, the outer ones lanceolate or oblong-lanceolate, often 

sparingly ciliate and sometimes with few scattered hairs on the back; longer filaments 

appendaged below the middle, pubescent; styles pubescent; mature capsules not seen.

Plants 9-30 cm. tall, with diffusely spreading and irregidarly branched stems, the 
younger branches at least pubescent with lax or ascending hairs; leaves borne on the 
younger branches, the petioles finely and ultimately thinlj^ pubescent ; blades of the leaflets 
ovate to oblong-ovate or sometimes suborbicular to oblong, mostly 1-2.5 cm. long, some- 
times sparingly ciliate, glabrous or sparsely pubescent beneath with scattered hairs, that 
of the terminal leaflet truncate or emarginate at the apex, those of the lateral ones obliquely 
notched at the apex; primary peduncles as long as the petioles or somewhat longer; 
pedicels closely pubescent, 2-4 mm. long ; sepals 4-5 mm. long, acute or slightly acumi- 
nate, the outer ones lanceolate, glabrous or nearly so ; longer filaments appendaged below 
the middle, decidedly pubescent; capsules oblong, 6-8 mm. long, glabrous; seeds about 
1.5 mm. long.

Plants about 20 cm. tall, the stem irregularly branched, the young branches pubescent; 

leaves few, the petioles nearly glabrous; blades of the leaflets linear or in the case of lower 

leaves oblong-linear, obtuse, glabrous, those of the lateral leaflets smaller than those of the 

terminal one ; primary peduncles about twice as long as the petioles ; pedicels glabrous, 

about 3 mm. long ; sepals oblong-lanceolate, glabrous ; petals yellow, about twice as long as 

the sei)als; styles pubescent; capsules not seen.'

Plants 30-60 cm. tall, the stem and straight branches puberulent ; leaves often approx- 
imate near the lips of the branches, the petioles puberulent like the branches ; blades of 
the leaflets ovate, sometimes narrowly so, mostly 2-5 cm. long, dark-green and glabrous 
above, purple and thinly pube^ent beneath, acuminate, those of the lateral leaflets slightly 
smaller than that of the terminal one ; primary peduncles often shorter than the petioles ; 
pedicels very short, commonly 1-2 mm. long ; sepals 3-4 mm. long, the outer ones lance- 
olate, slightly pubescent ; petals whitish, about twice as long as the sepals ; styles pubes- 
cent; capsules not seen.*

oblong-ovate, mostly 1-2.5 cm. long, obtuse or acutish, deep-green and glabrous or nearly 

so above, paler and sparingly pubescent beneath, those of the lateral leaflets considerably 

smaller than that of the terminal one ; primary peduncles mostly longer than the petioles ; 

pedicels 2-4 mm. long and glabrous or nearly so at maturity; sepals 3-4 mm. long, the 

outer ones lanceolate, glabrous, except the minute beard at the apex and occasional hairs 

on the back ; petals yellow, about twice as long as the sepals ; longer filaments appendaged 

often above the middle and very minutely pubescent above the appendage ; styles pubescent ; 

capsules broadly oblong, 5-7 mm. long.

Plants 10-55 cm. tall, the stem and spreading branches glabrous or with scattered hairs 

at least on the younger parts ; leaves mostly remote or scattered along the stem and the 

branches, the petioles glabrous or pubescent like the stem and the branches ; blades of the 

leaflets ovate, oblong-ovate or ovate-lanceolate, mostly 1.5-4.5 cm. long, obtuse or acute, 

deep-green and glabrous or nearly so above, paler and often with scattered hairs beneath, 

those of the lateral leaflets manifestly smaller than the terminal one ; primary peduncles 

mostly longer than the petioles ; pedicels glabrous or nearly so, at least at maturity, 3-4 

mm. long ; sepals 3-3.5 mm. long, the outer ones oblong-lanceolate, mostly glabrous, some 

times bearded at the tip ; petals purple or rose, twice or thrice longer than the sepals ; 

longer filaments appendaged above the middle, minutely pubescent above the appendage ; 

styles pubescent ; capsules broadly oblong, 5-7 mm. long.

brous or nearly so, 3-6 mm. long; sepals 4.5-5 mm. long, the outer ones lanceolate, gla- 
brous ; petals yellow, fully twice as long as the sepals ; longer filaments unappendaged, 
pubescent ; styles glabrous ; capsules not seen.

7-10 mm. long; filaments glabrous; capsules short-columnar, 7-9 mm. long, glabrous, 
abruptly pointed at the apex.

Stems erect, or decumbent at the base, 1-3 dm. tall, usually very slender and wirj*, 
finely pubescent, often sparingly so, and with the hairs more appressed on the upper parts 
than on the lower;* leaflets bright-green, the blades 4-8 mm. broad or sometimes slightly 
wider, minutely strigillose, or glabrous in age ; peduncles as long as the petioles or longer ; 
pedicels strigillose, refracted at maturity ; sepals 3-4 mm. long ; petals light- or pale-yellow, 
5-9 mm. long ; longer filaments pubescent ; capsules slender, 8-13 mm. long, minutely but 
closely pubescent, more abruptly narrowed at the apex than those of X. Brittoniae.

capsules columnar, slender, 8-12 mm. long, finely pubescent, gradually narrowed into the 
short beak.

broad, usually with scattered hairs on both surfaces and more or less ciliate ; peduncles 
much longer than the petioles ; pedicels strigillose, refracted at maturity ; sepals 4-5 mm. 
long at maturity ; petals light-yellow, 8-11 mm. long ; longer filaments pubescent ; capsules 
columnar, rather slender, 11-16 mm. long, or rarely shorter, minutely pubescent or nearly 
glabrous at maturity, gradually narrowed at the apex.

Stems erect, 1-2 dm. tall, or rarely taller, villous, arising, often thickly so, from hori- 
zontal often much-branched rootstocks ; leaflets green, the blades 6-13 mm. broad, glabrous 
or nearly so, at least in age, except the ciliate margins ; peduncles much longer than the 
petioles, usually elevating the C3mie high above the rest of the plant ; pedicels strigillose, 
refracted in fruit ; sepals 4-5.5 mm. long at maturity ; petals golden-yellow, 12-15 mm. 
long ; longer filaments pubescent ; capsules columnar, rather slender, 11-13 mm. long, spar- 
ingly pubescent, gradually narrowed at the apex.

oblong, very stout, minutely but closely pubescent, abruptly narrowed at the apex.

rather abruptly narrowed at the apex.

at the apex.

Stems erect, 2-11 dm. tall, loosely pubescent or nearly glabrous, arising from slender 
rootstocks ; leaflets bright-green or deep-green, the blades 10-27 mm. broad, glabrous or 
with scattered hairs on both surfaces and ciliate ; peduncles much longer than the petioles ; 
pedicels villous, not refracted in fruit; sepals 3-4 mm. long at maturity; petals deep- 
yellow, 7-10 mm. long; longer filaments glabrous; capsules columnar, slender, 10-16 
mm. long, very sparingly pubescent, gradually narrowed at the apex.

Stems erect, 3-12 dm. tall, sparingly pubescent with scattered spreading hairs, arising 

from stout horizontal rootstocks ; leaflets bright-green except the brown margin, the blades 

25-40 mm. broad, usually glabrous except for the ciliate margins and for some scattered 

hairs about the veins beneath ; peduncles longer than the petioles ; pedicels slightly villous 

and sometimes partially strigillose, not refracted in fruit ; sepals herbaceous, 4.5-6 mm. 

long at maturity ; petals deep-yellow, 13-18 mm long ; longer filaments pubescent ; capsules 

columnar, stout, 7-10 mm. long, sparingly pubescent, rather abruptly narrowed at the apex.

long ; filaments capillary, glabrous and unappendaged ; styles about as slender as the fila- 
ments; capsules not seen.

Stems herbaceous, 2-7 dm. long, spreading or creeping, pubescent, densely so and 
more or less shaggy near the ends ; leaflets bright-green, the blades cuneate to obovate, 
8-35 mm. long, notched at the apex and with the lobes directed forward, more or less 
pubescent, especially beneath ; peduncles longer than the leaves ; pedicels copiously 
pubescent ; sepals 4.5-6 mm, long, linear-lanceolate ; petals yellow and streaked with 
violet, about twice as long as the sepals ; filaments glabrous ; capsules oblong, about as 
long as the sepals.

Stems erect, mostly 2-4 dm. tall, more or less hirsute especially on younger parts, aris- 
ing from rootstocks which bear clavate or obovoid tubers ; leaflets bright-green, the blades 
15-25 mm. wide, rather fleshy, obcordate, somewhat hirsute on both sides ; peduncles 
mostly longer than the petioles, hirsute ; pedicels villous-hirsute, erect in fruit ; sepals 11- 
13 mm. long at maturity, linear to narrowly linear-lanceolate, pubescent, especially near 
the tips ; petals yellow, 15-22 mm. long ; longer filaments pubescent, prominently appen- 
daged on the back ; capsules narrowly oblong. 

Type locality : Peru. 

Distribution : Cultivated in Mexico and perhaps locally naturalized. Introduced from Peru.

25. Xanthoxalls clematodes (Donn. Smith) Small.

Stems woody, the elongate branches reclining, with reddish bark and scattered 
deciduous hairs, the twigs densely hirsute ; leaves clustered on the branchlets, the pet- 
ioles pubescent like the twigs; the blades of the leaflets obovate, 8-14 mm. broad, rounded 
or emarginate at the apex, rather copiously pubescent on both surfaces when young, thinly 
so in age ; peduncles longer than the petioles ; pedicels strigillose, not refracted in fruit ; 
sepals 4.5-5 mm. long at maturity ; petals yellow, 10-14 mm. long ; longer and shorter 
filaments pubescent; capsules cylindric-conic, 6-7 mm. long, acute, densely strigillose, 
somewhat surpassing the sepals.

26. Xanthoxalls acuminata (Schlecht. & Cham.) Small. 

Oxalis acuminata Schlecht. & Cham. Linnaea 5 : 224. 1830. 
1 Oxalis Lindeni Turcz. Bull. Soc. Nat. Mosc. 31» : 429. 1858. 

Stems and spreading branches finely pubescent at least when young, less pubescent 
and becoming red or purple in age; leaves mostly approximate or crowded on short 
branchlets, the petioles finely appressed-pubescent, the blades of the leaflets ovate to 
rhombic-ovate, 1.5-4.5 cm. long, acuminate at the apex, bright-green and more or less 
appressed-pubescent above, slightly paler and more pubescent beneath, those of the lateral 
leaflets less decidedly acuminate than that of the terminal one ; peduncles about as long as 
the petioles; pedicels appressed-pubescent, mostly 3-6 mm. long; sepals 4.5-5 mm. long, 
the outer ones oblong-lanceolate, ciliate and more or less pubescent on the back ; petals 
yellow, fully twice as long as the sepals ; longer filaments pubescent ; styles pubescent ; 
capsules not seen. 

Type locality : Vera Cruz, Mexico. 
Distribution : Mexico and Central America.

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9. BIOPHYTUM DC. Prodr. 1 : 689. 1824. 

Annual plants, the naked stem terminating in a congested cluster of foliage and inflores- 
cence. Leaves elongate, spreading; blades equally pinnate, the leaflets numerous, opposite, 
very inequilateral. Flowers borne in congested C3mies terminating naked flower-stalks, the 
bracts imbricated, persistent. Sepals 5, the inner ones narrower than the outer. Petals 5, 
obovate to cuneate, mostly yellow. Stamens 10, alternately longer and shorter. Styles 5, 
distinct. Capsule elongate, the five valves separating from each other and the column, and 
radiating from the base. Seeds tubercular-papillose.

densely pubescent during anthesis, more slender and sparingly pubescent in age, 1.5-5 cm. 
long; C3anes congested, mostly less than 1 cm. long; bracts imbricate, long-attenuate; 
sepals 6-8 mm. long, acuminate, the outer broadly linear to linear-lanceolate, the inner 
narrowly linear ; petals yellow, about twice as long as the sepals ; styles pubescent ; 
capsules oblong, 4-5 mm. long.

Petals 5, obovate to spatulate, white, red or purple. Stamens 10, alternately longer and 
shorter. Styles 5, distinct. Berry elongate, more or less lobed, drooping. Seeds numerous.

A tree commonly 10-20 m. tall ; leaves mostly 4-7 dm. long, the rachis densely pubescent ; 
leaflets numerous, usually 31-45, the blades various, those near the base of the rachis of an 
ovate type, those higher up lanceolate or oblong-lanceolate, rather long-acuminate, all 
paler beneath than above and rather copiously pubescent ; flower-clusters borne on short 
branchlets on the trunk or branches ; sepals finely pubescent, the outer ovate or oblong- 
ovate, the inner oblong or linear-oblong, 6-7 mm. long, narrower than the outer ones ; 
petals spatulate, 14-20 mm. long, reddish-purple; fruits oblong or clavate-oblong, 6-9 cm. 
long, the ridges rounded.

A tree, usually smaller than A, Bilintbi; leaves mostly 1-4 dm. long, the rachis 
thinly pubescent ; leaflets commonly 5-10, the blades various, those near the base of the 
rachis ovate, those higher up narrowly ovate, ovate-elliptic or elliptic, short-acuminate, all 
pale beneath and finely pubescent or nearly glabrous ; flower-clusters borne in the axils of 
the leaves ; sepals glabrous or nearly so, the outer ones ovate to obovate, the inner oval to 
obovate, 2.5-3 mm. long, usually broader than the outer ones; petals spatulate, 4.5-6 mm. 
long, white variegated with purple ; fruits oblong to oval, 6-11 cm. long, the ridges acute. 

Type locality : India. 

Distribution : West Indies and Central America. Introduced from the Bast Indies. Widely 
distributed in the tropics, both cultivated and naturalized.

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Family 3. ERYTHROXYLACEAE

Glabrous trees or shrubs. Leaves mostly alternate, simple, stipulate, 
petioled, entire-margined, the stipules often imbricated on the young shoots. 
Flowers smaU, often heterostylous, solitary or fascicled in the axils, pedicelled, 
the pedicels bracted at the base. Calyx persistent, mostly cleft into 5 lobes, 
rarely divided into 5 sepals. Petals as many as the calyx-lobes, hypogynous, 
appendaged by a 2-lobed ligule within. Stamens 10, in 2 series, united below 
by their filaments into a tube which is often 10-crenulate. Ovary 3-celled, 
rarely 4-celled ; ovules 1, rarely 2, in each cavity, pendulous ; styles 3, rarely 4, 
distinct, or rarely more or less united ; stigmas capitellate. Fruit a drupe, 
usually only 1 -celled and 1-seeded, rarely 2-seeded, rarely 3-4-celled. Seed- 
coat thin ; endosperm farinaceous, sometimes little or none ; embryo straight.

Family 4. LmACEAE

Herbs or shrubs with branching stems. Leaves alternate, or rarely oppo- 
site or whorled, without stipules, or often with stipular glands or rarely with 
narrow free stipules ; blades narrow and entire or with gland-tipped teeth, or 
broad and entire or inconspicuously toothed. Flowers perfect, regular and 
usually symmetrical, axillary to bracts which are similar to the upper leaves 
but smaller, borne in racemes or in panicled or corymbose cymes. Calyx of 
5, or rarely of 4--6, entire or glandular-margined sepals. Corolla of 5, or 
rarely of 4^6, white or various-colored usually ephemeral petals. Androecium 
of as many stamens as there are sepals, the filaments united at the base and 
sometimes bearing entire or 2-lobed staminodia in the sinuses ; anthers 2-celled, 
versatile. Gynoecium 5-carpellary or sometimes 2- or 3-carpellary , the carpel- 
bodies united, often with complete or incomplete partitions ; styles distinct or 
partially united ; stigmas terminal or introrse. Ovules 1 or 2 in each carpel. 
Fruit a capsule which usually separates into twice as many parts as there are 
carpels. Seeds flat or turgid, oily. 

Herbs or partiaUj woody plants with longitudinally veined narrow^ leaf - 
blades; stipules wanting or mere glands ; stigmas not reniform. 
Petals unappendaged and not lobed at the base. 

Stigmas introrse and more or less elongate ; sepals glandless. 1. I«inum. 

Stifi^mas terminal and capitate ; sepals, at least the inner ones, with 
marginal glands. 2. Cathartolinum. 

Petals with 1-3 ventral appendages, and small lateral lobes at the base. 3. Hesperounon. 
Shrubs with pinnatel^ veined broad leaf -blades; stipules narrow, often 

bristle-like, free ; stigmas reniform. 4. Rbinwardtia.

Annual or perennial glabrous herbs, sometimes partially woody at the base. Leaves 
alternate, without stipules or stipular glands; blades narrow, entire. Sepals 5, smooth and 
glabrous, except the ciliate margins of the inner, and rarely also of the outer ones of some 
species, persistent. Petals 5, blue or red, or rarely white, imappendaged, and entire at 
the base. Stamens 5 ; filaments dilated and united at the base, each sinus with a short 
staminodium.

Plants annual, 2-8 dm. tall, the stems striate and somewhat angled above, simple or 
branched; leaves erect or ascending, the blades linear to narrowly linear-lanceolate, 1-3 
cm. long, acute or somewhat acuminate, 3-nerved, sessile ; bracts similar to the leaves but 
smaller ; pedicels 2-2 .'5 cm. long at maturity ; sepals acuminate, the outer elliptic to elliptic- 
lanceolate, eciliate, the inner elliptic-ovate to ovate, 7-9 mm. long at maturity, longer than 
the outer ones, dliate, all 3-nerved at the base ; petals blue, 1 cm. to almost 1.5 cm. long; 
styles distinct or nearly so ; capsules 6-8 mm. wide, slightly surpassing the sepals, the 
septa not ciliate ; seeds barely 4 mm. long.

cm. long ; styles united at the base ; capsules 7-9 mm. wide, much surpassing the sepals, 
the septa ciliate ; seeds fully 4 mm. long.

Plants annual, 3-11 dm. tall, the stems usually branched at the base ; leaves spread- 
ing or ascending, the blades narrowly spatulate at the base of the stem, linear to linear- 
lanceolate or lanceolate above, 1-2.5 cm. long, acute or acuminate, 3-nerved, sessile ; bracts 
nearly similar to the leaves, but usually with broader bases ; pedicels mostly 2.5-4 cm. long . 
at maturity ; sepals acuminate, ciliate, the outer lanceolate, sometimes broadly so, the inner 
ovate to ovate-lanceolate, 8-10 mm. long at maturity, slightly longer than the outer; petals 
red, 2.5-3 cm. long ; styles united ; capsules 5-6 mm. wide, not surpassing the sepals, the 
septa ciliate ; seeds about 4 mm. long.

or ascending, the blades thinnish, oblong to elliptic, or sometimes oblong-spatnlate near 
the base of the stem, 1-3 cm. long, entire, acute, or those of the lower leaves obtuse, 
slightly paler beneath than above ; bracts entire ; outer sepals lanceolate to oblong-lanceo- 
late, 2-2.5 mm. long at maturity, acuminate, entire ; inner sepals shorter and broader than 
the outer ones, entire, or erose near the abruptiy pointed apex by the bases of the few 
deciduous nuirginal glands ; petals yellow ; capsules depressed-globose, about 2 mm. broad.

of the stem, alternate above ; blades thinnish, spatulate to oblanceolate near the base of 
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the stem, elliptic to elliptic-lanceolate above, 1-2.5 cm. long, entire, and those of the upper 

leaves mostly acute, all scarcely paler beneath than above ; bracts entire ; outer sepals 

lanceolate to oblong-lanceolate, 3-3.5 mm. long at maturity, acuminate, entire; inner 

sepals shorter arid broader than the outer, entire, or erose near the abruptly pointed apex 

by the bases of the few deciduous marginal glands ; petals yellow ; capsules depressed, 

about 2.5 mm. broad.

Perennial, or sometimes annual, glabrous, bright-green, the stems solitary or sparingly 
tufted, 3-7 dm. tall, corymbosely branched above, with few or many stiff ascending or 
erect-ascending branches, prominently striate-ridged ; leaves erect and appressed or erect- 
ascending, alternate throughout, or opposite on the lower part of the stem, the blades 
thickish, those of the lower leaves spatulate, those of the upper ones linear-elliptic to 
linear-lanceolate, mostly 1-2 cm. long, acute, entire, slightly paler beneath than above; 
bracts entire ; outer sepals typically lanceolate to oblong, and 3-4 mm. long at maturity, 
long-acuminate, entire ; inner sepals broader and much shorter than the outer ones, ovate 
to oval, abruptly long-pointed, copiously glandular-toothed ; petals yellow ; capsules 
depressed, 2.5-3 mm. broad.

Annual, glabrous, bright-green, the stems solitary, 2-6.5 dm. tall, simple or corym- 
bosely branched above, with few rather stiff ascending branches, slightly striate in age ; 
leaves erect or ascending, alternate, except near the base of the stem, the blades thickish, 
those of the lower leaves oblong-oblanceolate to spatulate, those of the upper ones linear 
or nearly so, mostly 0.5-1.5 cm. long, acute or somewhat acuminate, entire, scarcely paler 
beneath than above ; bracts entire ; outer sepals ovate, sometimes narrowly so, acute or short- 
acuminate, usually with few glandular teeth, 2.5-3 mm. long at maturity; inner sepals 
mainly ovate, commonly broader but scarcely shorter than the outer, rather copiously 
glandular-toothed, acute or abruptly short-pointed; petals yellow; capsules spheroidal, 
about 2.5 mm. broad.

Perennial, glabrous, bright-green, the stems solitary or sparingly tufted, 3-8 dm. tall, 

corymbosely branched above or near the top, with the branches erect or ascending, rather 

stiff, but sometimes curved, striate in age ; leaves nearly erect or appressed, alternate, at 

least above the base of the stem, the blades firm, those of the lower leaves spatulate, those 

of the upper ones linear-elliptic or linear, often narrowly so, mainly 1-1.8 cm. long, acute, 

entire, scarcely paler beneath than above ; bracts entire ; sepals nearly equal in length, the 

outer lanceolate or oblong-lanceolate, 3-3.5 mm.- long at maturity or rarely shorter, entire, 

long-acuminate, the inner barely shorter than the outer, ovate to oblong-ovate, abruptly 

pointed, with many firm glandular teeth ; petals yellow ; capsules ovoid, sometimes broadly 

so, 2-2.5 mm. broad, equaling or surpassing the sepals.

Perennial or perhaps sometimes annual, glabrous, bright-green, the stems solitary or 
often sparingly tufted, 2.5-9 dm. tall, sparingly corymbosely branched above, with the 
branches rather stiffly ascending, striate; leaves erect-ascending or appressed, alternate, 
except near the base of the stem, the blades thickish, linear-subulate to subulate, or nar- 
rowly linear or linear-spatulate near the base of tlie stem, mainly 1-1.5 cm. long, acumi- 
nate, entire, equally green on botli sides ; bracts entire ; sepals manifestly unequal, the outer 
lanceolate or oblong-lanceolate, 4-4.5 mm. long at maturity, acuminate, entire or nearly so, 
the inner lanceolate to elliptic-lanceolate, shorter than the outer, slenderly acuminate, 
rather copiously glandular- toothed ; petals yellow ; capsules ovoid, 2-2.5 mm. broad, much 
surpassed by the sepals.

Perennial, or sometimes annual or biennial (?), glabrous, commonly somewhat glaucous, 
the stems simple, or commonly branched at the base or near it, the branches erect or nearly 
so, 2-4 dm. tall, angled, virgate and simple or fastigiate, the cymes elongate and raceme- 
like; leaves erect or erect-ascending, numerous and approximate or crowded near the 
base of the stem or branches, more distant above, mostly alternate, the blades oblong to 
oblong-oblanceolate and less than 1 cm. long near the base of the plant, linear or nearly so 
and longer above, entire, acute, sessile ; bracts mostly subulate ; outer sepals lanceolate, 
4-5 mm. long at maturity, slightly acuminate, entire or with few and scattered glandular 
teeth ; inner sepals shorter and broader than the outer, lanceolate or ovate-lanceolate, with 
many firm glandular teeth ; petals yellow ; filaments linear-lanceolate ; capsules ovoid, 
3—3.5 mm. long.

Perennial and similar to L. Kingii in habit, but smaller and more compact, the stems 
or branches mostly less than 1 dm. long ; leaves very numerous, approximate on the flower- 
ing branches, erect or ascending and more or less imbricated, the blades very thick, clavate 
on the lower part of the stems, short-linear above, mainly 3-9 mm. long, entire; bracts 
entire ; flowers borne in fastigiate raceme-like cymes ; outer sepals ovate, becoming about 
4 mm. long, with few glandular teeth, obtuse or acute; inner sepals shorter and broader 
than the outer, closely glandular-toothed, obtuse or merely acute ; petals yellow ; capsules 
ovoid, 3 mm. long ; seeds about 2 mm. long.

9. Cathartolinum Kingii (S. Wats.) Small.

Perennial with a woody base, glabrous, glaucous, the stems or branches more or less 
tufted, 0.5-3 dm. tall, the flowering branches rather slender ; leaves alternate, numerous, 
rather spreading, quite approximate on the lower part of the flowering branches, more dis- 
tant above; blades thick, linear-spatulate below to linear above, mainly 1-2 cm. long, or 
sometimes shorter, entire; bracts entire; flowers borne in fastigiate corymb-like cymes; 
outer sepals ovate, about 4 mm. long at maturity, sparingly glandular-toothed, acuminate ; 
inner sepals shorter and broader than the outer, closely glandular-toothed, abruptly short- 
pointed ; petals yellow ; capsules ovoid, 4 mm. t6hg ; seeds nearly 3 mm. long.

Biennial, or perennial (?), glabrous, somewhat glaucous, the stem or branches erect, 
1.5-5 dm. tall, with few or several elongate erect or ascending slender branches, especially 
near the top ; leaves numerous and approximate or crowded near the base of the plant, 
fewer and more distant above, alternate or sometimes apparently opposite below, mostly 
erect or appressed, the blades thick, those of the lower leaves oblong to elliptic, 3-9 mm. 
long, those of the upper linear or nearly so, longer than those of the lower ones and grad- 
ually increasing in size up to the inflorescence, slightly acuminate ; bracts linear-subulate 
to subulate ; outer sepals oblong-lanceolate, 4-5 mm. long at maturity, .entire or nearly so, 
acuminate ; inner sepals ovate, somewhat shorter than the outer, glandular-toothed, short- 
pointed ; petals white or sometimes yellowish ; staminodia 2-lobed ; styles distinct ; capsules 
ovoid, about 3 mm. long, surpassed by the sepals.

Annual, glabrous, deep green, the stem simple, or usually branched at the base, the 
branches loosely corymbose above, 0.5-3 dm. tall, relatively slender; leaves few, mostly 
opposite, the blades obovate to oblong or linear-oblong, 0.4-1.3 cm. long, obtuse, very 
minutely toothed, sessile; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller and more manifestly 
toothed; outer sepals ovate-lanceolate, about 3 mm. long at maturity, acute, sparingly 
glandular-toothed ; inner sepals quite similar to the outer, but slightly broader and with 
more glandular teeth and rather acuminate ; petals white ; staminodia subulate ; styles dis- 
tinct ; capsules ovoid or globose-ovoid, about 2 mm. long.

Perennial, dull-green, the stem usually branched at the base and above, the branches 
stoutish, 0.5-3 dm. tall, finely hirsute, often irregularly again branched, terminating in 
partially congested small corymb-like cymes; leaves approximate but not crowded, ap- 
pressed to the stem or branches, the blades thick, linear to linear-lanceolate, 3-9 mm. 
long, acute, sparingly pubescent, entire or those of the upper ones with few glandular 
teeth, all sessile; bracts subulate, glandular-toothed; outer sepals lanceolate, 5-5.5 mm. 
long at maturity, coarsely glandular-toothed ; inner sepals shorter and slightly broader 
than the outer, more closely glandular- toothed, and more acuminate; petals yellow; 
filaments pubescent at tlie base ; staminodia entire, minute ; styles distinct ; capsules ovoid, 
about 2.5 mm. long, about equaling the sepals.

13. CathartoUnum coralllcola Small, sp. nov. 

Annual, gray-green, the stems usually simple below, with several elongate erect or 
ascending rather slender branches above, minutely hirsute, the branches terminating in 
interrupted raceme-like cymes; leaves distant, at least not approximate, more or less 
spreading, alternate, or sometimes opposite near the base of the stem, the blades thinnish, 
oblong to linear-oblong or linear, 6-12 mm. long, acute, or slightly acuminate, finely 
pubescent, glandular-ciliate ; bracts lanceolate to subulate, more closely glandular-ciliate 
than the leaf-blades ; outer sepals oblong-ovate, 5 mm. long at maturity, closely glandular- 
toothed and pubescent ; inner sepals slightly shorter and broader than the outer, scarcely 
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more closely glandular-toothed; petals yellow; filaments pubescent below the middle; 
staminodia deltoid, ciliate; styles distinct, often pubescent; capsules ovoid, about 2 mm. 
long, surpassed by the sepals.

Perennial, glaucous, the stems simple or branched at the base and somewjiat cor3an- 
bosely branched above, the branches ascending, like the stem glabrous and prominently 
ridged at least in age ; leaves mostly approximate, erect or ascending, the blades thick, 
linear to linear-lanceolate, 5-12 mm. long, acute or abruptly pointed, glabrous, eciliate, 
pale on both sides ; bracts lanceolate to subulate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals ovate to 
oblong-ovate, 3-3.5 mm. long at maturity, acute or slightly acuminate, evenly glandular- 
toothed ; inner sepals slightly shorter than the outer, acuminate and more finely toothed ; 
petals yellow ; filaments pubescent below the middle ; staminodia lanceolate, ciliate ; ovary 
glabrous ; styles distinct, glabrous ; capsules ovoid, about 2 mm. long, about equaling the 
sepals.

15. Cathartolinttm Bracel Small, sp. nov. 

Annual, light green or somewhat glaucescent, glabrous, the stem simple below or 

sparingly branched at the base, corymbosely branched above, 1.5-3.5 dm. tall, somewhat 

striate in age, the branches ascending, dichotomous, very slender; leaves few, distant, 

ascending, alternate above the lower part of the stem, the blades thinnish, spatulate to 

oblong-linear, 6-14 mm. long, acute or acutish, entire, glabrous, ciliate, slightly paler 

beneath than above ; bracts lanceolate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals oval or oblong-ovate, 

becoming 3.5-4 mm. long, evenly glandular-toothed, acute; inner sepals ovate, slightly 

shorter than the outer, acute, evenly toothed like the outer; petals yellow; filaments 

pubescent below the middle or near the base ; staminodia deltoid, ciliate ; ovary glabrous ; 

styles distinct ; capsules depressed, about 2 mm. long and about equaling the sepals.

Distribution : Northern Bahamas. 

16. Cathartolinttm lignosttm Small, sp. nov. 

Perennial (apparently), bright-green, the stem woody, with elongate glabrous promi- 
nently striate branches which terminate in few-flowered corymb-like cymes ; leaves quite 
numerous but not crowded, rather spreading, the blades linear or nearly so, 4-11 mm. 
long, somewhat acuminate, glandular-ciliate, paler beneath than above, sessile; bracts 
lanceolate, finely glandular-toothed; outer sepals narrowly ovate to oblong-ovate, 3-3.5 
mm. long during anthesis, acuminate, evenly glandular-toothed ; inner sepals broader than 
the outer and more abruptly acuminate, evenly toothed ; petals yellow ; filaments and 
staminodia glabrous ; ovary glabrous ; styles distinct, glabrous; capsules not seen.

Perennial or perhaps biennial, bright-green, glabrous, the stems solitary or usually 
sparingly tufted, 2-7 dm. tall, corymbosely branched above, the branches terminating in 
slender elongate evenly flowered raceme-like cymes ; leaves relatively few, remote, alter- 
nate, early deciduous, the blades, at least of the leaves above the base of the stem, subulate 
or subulate-acicular, mostly less than 1 cm. long, acuminate, entire, about equally green 
on both sides, sessile ; bracts subulate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals broadly oblong to 
oblong-ovate, becoming 2.5-3 mm. long, short-acuminate, quite evenly glandular-toothed ; 
inner sepals oval to oval-ovate, rather more abruptly acuminate than the outer but similarly 
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toothed ; petals yellow ; filaments glabroas ; staminodia lanceolate, glabrons ; ovary and 
distinct styles glabrous ; capsules depressed, about 1.5 mm. long, exceeding the sepals.

18. Cathartolinum Wrlghtii Small, sp. nov. 
Perennial, bright-green, glabrous, the stem usually simple at the base, corymbosely 
branched above, the branches ascending, stouter than those of C, arenicola but like them 
terminating in elongate evenly-flowered raceme-like C3Tnes ; leaves few, distant above the 
base of the stem, alternate, erect or ascending, the blades linear or nearly so, 1-2.5 cm. 
long, acute, entire, equally green on both sides, sessile ; bracts lanceolate-subulate, glandular- 
toothed; outer sepals oblong or ovate-oblong, becoming about 3 mm. long, acuminate, 
rather coarsely glandular-toothed ; inner sepals ovate, more finely toothed than the outer, 
acuminate; petals yellow; filaments glabrous; staminodia lanceolate, glabrous; ovary 
and distinct styles glabrous; capsules depressed, about 2.5 mm. long, equaling the sepals. 

Type collected in western Texas, Charles Wright 71 (in part).

19. Cathartolinum rupestre (A. Gray) Small.

Perennial, bright-green, glabrous, more slender than C Wrightii^ the stems more 

or less densely tufted, 2-4 dm. tall, sparingly corymbose-branched above, the branches of 

the inflorescence terminating in irregular rather few-flowered cymes ; leaves approximate 

at the base of the stem, rather distant above, erect or appressed, mostly alternate, early 

deciduous, the blades thickish, linear-spatulate below to narrowly linear or subulate above, 

mostly less than 1 cm. long, or longer near the base of the stem, acuminate, entire, sessile ; 

bracts subulate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals oblong to lanceolate, becoming 3-4 mm. 

long, short-acuminate, rather evenly glandular-toothed ; inner sepals oval to ovate, more 

finely toothed than the outer, abruptly short-pointed; petals yellow; androecium and 

gynoecium glabrous; capsules ovoid, 2.5 mm. long, barely equaling the sepals.

20. Cathartolinum Coulterianum (Planch.) Small.

Perennial, deep-green, glabrous, the stems 'usually tufted on the woody base, mostly 
1-2.5 dm, tall, angled, corymbosely branched above, the cymes rather few-flowered ; leaves 
few, opposite or whorled on the lower part of the stem, alternate above, mostly ascending, 
the blades oblong to linear-oblong or those near the base of the stem narrowed at the base, 
9-14 mm. long, acutish; bracts lanceolate, glandular-toothed; outer sepals lanceolate, 
becoming about 3.5 mm. long, acute, glandular-toothed ; inner sepals lanceolate, rather 
more closely toothed than the outer ; petals yellow ; filaments glabrous ; staminodia deltoid ; 
ovary and distinct styles glabrous ; capsules not seen. 

Type locality : Zimapan, Mexico. 
Distribution: Mexico. 

21. Cathartolinum Schiedeanum (Schlecht, & Cham.) Small.

Perennial, bright-green, glabrous, the stems more or less tufted on the woody base, 
2-4 dm. tall, striate or somewhat angled, corymbosely branched above, the branches stiff, 
the cymules rather compact ; leaves alternate, spreading, few and distant at least above, 
rather deciduous, the blades thinnish, oblanceolate on the lower part of the stem, lanceolate 
above, entire ; bracts lanceolate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals oblong-lanceolate, becoming 
3-3.5 mm. long, evenly glandular-toothed, acute ; inner sepals lanceolate, somewhat acu- 
minate, usually a little more closely toothed than the outer ; petals yellow ; filaments 
glabrous ; staminodia 2-lobed ; ovary and distinct styles glabrous ; capsules ovoid, about 
1.5 mm. long, surpassed by the sepals.

Perennial, glabrous at least to the inflorescence, the stems 1-3 dm. tall, obsoletely striate, 
corymbosely branched above, the inflorescence-branches slender, prominently striate ; leaves 
numerous, whorled, sometimes alternate above, erect-spreading, spreading or reflexed, the 
blades elliptic to elliptic-lanceolate, 0.5-1 cm. long, toothed and often glandular-margined, 
otherwise glabrous, acute ; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller, and finely glandular- 
toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate, becoming 4-4.5 mm. long, acute, evenly glandular- 
toothed ; inner sepals lanceolate to ovate-lanceolate, somewhat acuminate, more closely 
toothed than the outer ; petals yellow ; filaments glabrous ; staminodia 2-lobed ; ovary and 
distinct styles glabrous ; capsules not seen.

Annual and perhaps sometimes perennial, deep-green, the stem 3-5 dm. tall, finely 
hirsute, usually branched at the base and loosely corymbose above, the branches of the 
inflorescence rather stifl, the cymules open ; leaves quite numerous but not crowded, 
whorled or opposite on the lower part of the stem and branches, alternate above, sparingly 
pubescent, sometimes so only on the veins beneath, the blades oval, elliptic or oblong, 6-13 
mm. long, acute or abruptly pointed, entire or sometimes glandular-toothed; bracts lance- 
olate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate to oblong-lanceolate, becoming 3-3.5 mm. 
long, closely glandular-toothed, short-acuminate ; inner sepals lanceolate, more acuminate 
and more finely toothed than the outer ; petals yellow ; filaments pubescent at the base ; 
staminodia 2-lobed, ciliate; ovary finely pubescent; styles distinct, glabrous; capsules 
ovoid, about 2 mm. long, slightly surpassed by the sepals.

tall, minutely hirsute, striate-angled, irregularly branched above, the cymules mostly 
elongate and raceme-like ; leaves rather few, sometimes approximate and usually opposite 
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near the base of the plant, alternate above ; the blades obovate to elliptic or oblong, 3-9 

mm. long, entire, pubescent or nearly glabrous, acute ; bracts lanceolate, glandular-toothed ; 

outer sepals lanceolate, becoming 3.5 mm. long, acute, evenly glandular-toothed ; inner 

sepals lanceolate, acute or short-acuminate, more finely toothed than the outer ; petals 

yellow ; filaments pubescent at the base ; staminodia 2-lobed, ciliate ; ovary pubescent ; 

styles distinct, glabrous ; capsules ovoid, about 1.5 mm. long, surpassed by the sepals.

Annual, glabrous, pale-green or glaucescent, the stems usually simple at the base, 
cor>Tnbosely branched above, 0.5-4 dm. tall, striate, the branches of the inflorescence rather 
stiff ; leaves few, mainly alternate, erect or ascending, the blades spatulate near the base of 
the stem to elliptic or oblong above, 0.7-2.8 cm. long, acute or abruptly pointed, entire, 
sessile ; bracts much smaller than the leaves, serrate ; outer sepals ovate, 3 mm. long, incised 
or incised-toothed, the teeth gland-tipped ; inner sepals smaller than the outer, lanceolate 
to ovate-lanceolate, glandular-toothed, sometimes rather coarsely so ; petals yellow ; fila- 
ments lanceolate, glabrous ; staminodia wanting ; styles 2, united to below the middle ; 
capsules ovoid, about 2 mm. long, surpassed by the sepals.

Annual, pale-green, glabrous, the stems erect, simple below or branched at the base, 
and cor3anbose above, the branches erect or ascending, sharply angled or winged ; leaves 
rather numerous, erect or ascending, rather early deciduous, the blades firm, linear to nar- 
rowly linear-lanceolate, 0.8-2.5 cm. long, acute or acuminate, entire or nearly so, sessile ; 
bracts subulate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate, 5-6 mm. long, rather finely 
glandular-toothed, except near the acuminate tip and the base ; inner sepMs slightly 
shorter than the outer, more finely and copiously toothed and more decidedly acuminate ; 
petals yellow ; filaments subulate ; staminodia wanting, or minute ; styles united to below 
the middle; capsules spheroidal about 3 mm. long, much surpassed by the sepals.

Annual, bright-green, glabrous, the stems erect, 3-^ dm. tall, simple or sparingly 
branched at the base, usually fastigiately branched above and sometimes corymbose at the 
very top, prominently angled ; leaves rather few, ascending or erect, rather persistent, the 
blades firm, oblanceolate or spatulate near the base of the stem, narrowly linear above, 
0.5-2 cm. long, acute or sharply acuminate, entire, sessile ; bracts subulate, glandular- 
toothed; outer sepals oblong-lanceolate, 4 mm. long, acuminate, very coarsely toothed, 
the teeth spreading or recurved ; inner sepals somewhat shorter than the outer, more de- 
cidedly acuminate and more closely and finely toothed ; petals yellow ; filaments subulate, 
often pubescent at the base ; staminodia wanting ; capsules ovoid, 2.5-3 mm. long, nearly 
as long as the sepals.

linear to linear-subulate, mostly 1-2.5 cm. long, acuminate, rather paler above than 
beneath, entire ; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller, mostly subulate ; outer sepals lan- 
ceolate, becoming 4-5 mm. long, sparingly glandular-toothed, especially near the middle ; 
inner sepals nearly like the outer ones but with more glandular teeth ; petals yellow ; fila- 
ments filiform-subulate ; staminodia prominent, 2-lobed ; styles united to about the middle; 
capsules broadly ovoid, about 4 mm. long, about equaling the sepals.

oblong, 1-2 cm. long, acute, entire, sessile ; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller, not 

glandular-toothed ; outer sepals oblong-ovate, 3-3.5 mm. long, entire, or with 1 or 2 

teeth near the base, acute ; inner sepals ovate, abruptly pointed, finely glandular-toothed 

near the apex ; petals yellow ; filaments linear-subulate glabrous ; staminodia slenderly 

subulate ; styles united below the middle ; capsules not seen.

Perennial, glabrous, the stems more or less closely tufted on the woody base, 3-5 

dm. tall, narrowly winged, often purplish, paniculately branched above, the branches 

rather stiff, the cymules rather compact ; leaves alternate, spreading or ascending, the 

blades thinnish, oblong to linear-lanceolate, mostly 1-2.5 cm. long, acute or abruptly 

pointed, entire, slightly paler beneath than above ; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller, 

not glandular-toothed ; outer sepals ovate, 3-3.5 mm. long, abruptly pointed, erose ; inner 

sepals broadly ovate to orbicular-ovate, slightly shorter than the outer and more abruptly 

pointed, erose or very finely glandular-toothed near the apex ; petals yellow ; filaments 

subulate ; staminodia subulate ; styles united below the middle ; capsules globose-ovoid, 

2.5 mm. long, surpassing the sepals.

Perennial, pubescent, the stems often loosely tufted, about 3 dm. tall, purplish, hispid- 

ulous, fastigiately paniculate above ; leaves alternate or ^ainly so, spreading or ascending, 

not crowded, the blades thickish, oblong to oblong-lanceolate, mostly 0.7-1.3 cm. long, 

acute, glabrous above, pubescent beneath, entire, sessile ; bracts similar to the leaves but 

smaller, not glandular-toothed ; outer sepals ovate, usually broadly so, 2-2.5 mm. long, acute, 

entire ; inner sepals oval-orbicular or somewhat obovate, nearly as long as the outer ones, 

abruptly pointed and usually with a few gland-tipped cilium-like teeth near the apex ; petals 

yellow ; filaments subulate, glabrous ; staminodia subulate ; styles united below the middle ; 

capsules globose-ovoid, about 2 mm. long.

lower part of the stem, erect or ascending, the blades thickish, lanceolate or oblong, 1-3 

cm. long, acute or abruptly pointed, entire, scarcely paler beneath than above, sessile ; 

bracts similar to the leaves but smaller, not glandular-toothed, but usually dliate ; outer 

sepals ovate or oblong-ovate, acute, entire or nearly so, or with 1 or 2 basal teeth ; inner 

sepals broadly ovate or somewhat obovate, 3-3.5 mm. long, rather abruptly pointed, erose 

or sparingly glandular-toothed ; petals yellow ; filaments subulate, glabrous ; staminodia 

subulate, often inequilateral ; styles united to above the middle ; capsules ovoid, about 3 

mm. long, surpassing the sepals.

34. Cathartolinum hypcriclfollum (Presl) Small.

Perennial, glabrous, bright-green, the stems erect, 2.5-6 dm. tall, angled, paniculately 
branched above, the branches spreading or ascending; leaves rather remote, alternate, or 
opposite or whorled on the lower part of the stem, spreading, the blades mainly ovate- 
oblong, about 1 cm. long, acute, obscurely serrulate, scarcely paler beneath than above, 
sessile ; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller, minutely serrulate ; outer sepals ovate or 
oblong-ovate, 4 mm. long, acute, entire ; inner sepals broadly ovate, nearly as long as the 
outer ones, acute or acuminate, entire ; petals yellow ; filaments lanceolate, glabrous ; 
staminodia wanting ; styles united at the base ; capsules ovoid, about 2 mm. long, surpass- 
ing the sepals.

35. Cathartolinum puberulum (Engelm.) Small.

Plants 0.5-3 dm. tall, pale-green and often glaucous. Stems usually branched at the 
base and throughout, but rarely simple below, the branches striate-emgled, closely pale- 
puberulent, loosely spreading, terminating in open cymes ; leaves numerous and approxi- 
mate or crowded at the base 6f the stem, remote above, erect or ascending, the blades thick, 
those of the lower leaves linear-spatulate or linear, entire, those of the upper leaves nar- 
rowly linear to subulate, often glandular-toothed below the middle, all acute ; bracts subu- 
late, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals narrowly lanceolate, becoming 7-9 mm. long, quite 
regularly glandular-toothed, acuminate ; inner sepals shorter and slightly broader than the 
outer ones, the glandular teeth much coarser towards the apex than below ; petals light- 
yellow, 12-17 mm. long; capsules oblong-ovoid, 3.5-4 mm. long, surpassed by the sei)als.

leaves numerous, crowded and imbricated at the base of tlie stem and the branches, erect or 

ascending, the blades thick, narrowly linear to subulate, those of the lower leaves entire, 

those of the upper leaves often glandular-toothed, all sharply acute ; bracts subulate, 

glandular-toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate or oblong-lanceolate, becoming 6-8 mm. long, 

acuminate, rather evenly glandular-toothed ; inner sepals mostly oblong-lanceolate, shorter 

than the outer ones, and more evenly and finely toothed ; petals yellow, 15-20 mm. long, 

each with a dark blotch near the base; capsules ovoid, 4 mm. long.

Stems simple below, or branched at the 
base, the branches erect or ascending, striate-angled, sparingly corymbose above, the short 
branches stiff ; leaves rather few, more numerous and often approximate at the base of the 
stem, more distant above, erect or ascending, the blades thickish, linear to narrowly linear- 
lanceolate, those near the base of the stem and branches narrower than the upper ones, 
acnte or acuminate, entire, involute ; bracts lanceolate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals 
oblon^^-ovate, becoming 6 mm. long, acute or slightly acuminate, with broad coarsely 
glandular-toothed margins; inner sepals slightly shorter than the outer, ovate, with more 
and rather smaller teeth ; petals yellow, 10-12 mm. long ; capsules broadly ovoid, about 4 
mm. long.

Stems simple below, or branched at or near the base, the branches erect or 
ascending, striate, corymbose above, the branches of the inflorescence rather slender but 
strict and stiff ; leaves rather few even at the base of the stem and early deciduous, remote 
above, erect or nearly so and more persistent than the lower ones, the blades thick, linear 
to linear-subulate, acute or acuminate, serrulate, sessile ; bracts subulate, glandular-toothed; 
outer sepals lanceolate or oblong-lanceolate, becoming 6-8 mm. long, evenly glandular- 
toothed, each narrowed into a long very slender spine-like tip ; inner sepals slightly broader 
than the outer, more closely toothed and often with more slender tips ; petals pale-yellow, 
6-9 mm. long; capsules ovoid, 3-3.5 mm. long.

Stems branched 
at the base, the branches often numerous, erect or ascending, striate-angled, corymbosely 
branched, the cymules rather compact ; leaves i^umerous near the base of the plant, and 
spreading, but early deciduous, the upper ones more persistent, erect or ascending, the 
blades thickish, linear, entire, acute or acuminate, sessile; bracts lanceolate, glandular- 
toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate, becoming 6-8 mm. long, acuminate, quite evenly glandu- 
lar-toothed ; inner sepals much shorter than the outer ones, more decidedly acuminate and 
more closely toothed ; petals yellow, 7-9 mm. long ; capsules ovoid, about 4 mm. long.

40. Cathartolinum Carterl Small. 

Linum CarteH Small, Bull. N. Y. Bot. Card. 3: 424. 1905. 

Plants 1-3 dm. tall, bright green, smooth and glabrous except the sometimes scabrous 
stem-angles. Stems usually simple below or rarely with few slender branches near the base, 
corymbosely branched above, the cymules open, the branches ascending, stiflf, but often 
flexuous, prominently sharp-ridged ; leaves alternate, rather approximate on the lower part 
of the stem, distant above, erect or ascending, the blades narrowly linear to linear-subulate, 
acuminate, entire, except sometimes near the inflorescence, sessile ; bracts subulate or 
lanceolate-subulate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate or oblong-lanceolate, becom- 
ing 6-7 mm. long, acuminate and slender-tipped, regularly glandular-toothed ; inner sepals 
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oblong-lanceolate to ovate-lanceolate, broader and more closely toothed than the outer ones ; 
petals deep-yellow, 11-15 mm. long ; capsules ovoid, about 4 mm. long.

41. Cathartolinum elongatum Small, sp. nov. 
Plants 2-3.5 dm. tall, deep-green. Stems branched at the base, the branches, mostly 
assurgent, striate or somewhat angled, cor3rmbosely branched above, the branches of the 
inflorescence greatly elongated, erect or ascending; leaves rather numerous, but not 
crowded, ascending or spreading, the blades somewhat succulent, those of the lower leaves 
linear-spatulate and 1-2 cm. long, those of the upper ones very narrowly linear and about 
twice as long as those of the lower ones, all entire ; bracts linear-attenuate, rather incon- 
spicuously glandular-toothed; outer sepals linear-lanceolate, becoming 11-14 mm. long, 
attenuate, quite evenly glandular-toothed ; inner sepals lanceolate, broader than the outer 
ones, and more closely toothed ; petals yellow, longer than the sepals ; capsules not seen.

Stems simple at the base or 
sometimes sparingly branched, and corymbosely branched above, the branches erect or 
ascending, rigid, proininently striate-angled, the cymules ultimately open ; leaves rela- 
tively few, erect or appressed, alternate, mostly deciduous after anthesis, the blades linear 
to narrowly linear-lanceolate, 0.6-3 cm. long, acute or acuminate, the upper ones, at least, 
glandular-ciliate or glandular-serrulate, all sessile ; bracts lanceolate, glandular-toothed ; 
outer sepals lanceolate, becoming 6-8 mm. long, decidedly acuminate, quite evenly 
glandular-toothed; inner sepals rather broader and shorter than the outer ones, more 
finely and closely toothed, and more slender-tipped ; petals yellow, 11-15 mm. long ; cap- 
sules ovoid, 4-5 mm. long.

Plants 0.5-3.5 dm. tall, bright-green and sometimes glaucescent when young. Stems 
simple at the base, or often branched, tlie branches erect or ascending, striate below, 
angled above, corymbosely branched, the branchlets ascending, the cymules ultimately 
open ; leaves few or sometimes quite numerous, but not crowded, spreading or ascending:, 
the blades linear to narrowly linear-lanceolate, moptly 1.5-4 cm. long, acuminate, entire, 
the lateral nerves marginal ; bracts lanceolate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate, 
becoming 9-11 mm. long, quite evenly glandular-toothed, acuminate, and minutely spine- 
tipped ; inner sepals resembling the outer ones but shorter and relatively broader, more 
finely toothed and more decidedly acuminate ; petals bright-yellow, 17-22 mm. long ; cap- 
sules ovoid, 4-4.5 mm. long. 

Type locality : Bexar, Texas. 
Distribution : Kansas and Colorado to Texas.

44. Cathartolinum sanctum Small. 

Linum sancium Small, Fl. SE. U. S. 664. 1903. 

Plants 1.5-3 dm. tall, deep-green. Stems striate, pruinose, corymbosely branched 
above, the branches angled, terminating in ultimately open cymules; leaves alternate, 
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mostly ascending, somewhat more approximate on the lower part of the stem than above, 
the blades thickish, those of the lower leaves spatulate, those of the upper ones narrowly 
oblong, all acute, entire, the lateral nerves not marginal ; bracts lanceolate, glandular- 
toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate, becoming 10-12 mm. long, acuminate, rather sparingly 
glandular-toothed ; inner sepals much shorter that the outer, more decidedly acuminate 
and with numerous finer teeth ; petals yellow, 18-22 mm. long ; capsules not seen. 

Type locauty : Southern Texas. 
Distribution: Texas. 

45. CathartoUnum Earlei Small, sp. nov. 

Plants 3-4 dm. tall, bright-green. Stems simple at the base or with few elongate slender 
branches, loosely corymbosely branched above, §triate-angled, glabrous, the branches of 
the inflorescence erect or ascending; leaves relatively few, alternate, erect or appressed, 
the blades thick, those of the lower leaves spatulate or linear-spatulate and mostly 1-1.5 
cm. long, those of the upper leaves linear-subulate to subulate, and longer than those of 
the lower ones, all entire ; bracts subulate, glandular-toothed ; outer sepals narrowly 
lanceolate, becoming 8-9 mm. long, acuminate and terminating in a long slender spine ; 
inner sepals shorter and much broader at the base than the outer ones, slender-tipped and 
very finely toothed; petals yellow, 12-14 mm. long; filaments pubescent; ovary pubes- 
cent ; style glabrous ; capsules not seen. 

Type collected on plains east of Pecos, Texas, May 8-19, 1902, F. S, Earle 675, 
Distribution : Known only from the type locality. 

46. CathartoUnum aristatum (Engelm.) Small. 

Linutn arislatutn Engelm. in Wisliz.Tour Northern Mex. 101. 1848. 

Plants 2-4 dm. tall, glaucescent. Stems usually sparingly branched at the base, the 
branches slender, striate or striate-angled, glabrous, sparingly corymbose-branched above, 
the brandies of the inflorescence elongate, the C)rmes few-flowered ; leaves relatively few, 
erect or appressed, alternate, the blades thickish, those of the lower leaves narrowly linear- 
spatulate to narrowly linear and about 1 cm. long, those of the upper leaves long-subulate 
to filiform-subulate on account of the involute margins, all entire ; bracts slender-subulate, 
glandular-toothed ; outer sepals linear-lanceolate, becoming 9-10 mm. long, finely glan- 
dular-toothed below the attenuate apex, which terminates in a very slender spine ; inner sepals 
narrowly lanceolate, shorter than the outer ones, more finely toothed and more slender at 
the apex; petals yellow, 13-15 mm. long; filaments glabrous; capsules ovoid, about 3 mm. 
long. 

Type locality : Near Carrizal, Chihuahua, Mexico. 

Distribution : Western Texas, eastern New Mexico, and adjacent Mexico. 

47. CathartoUnum subteres (Trel.) Small. 

Linutn aristatum subteres Trel. in A. Gray, Syn. Fl. N. Am. 1' : 347. 1897. 

Plants 2-3 dm. tall, glaucous. Stems branched at the base, the branches rather stout, 
ascending or spreading, repeatedly again divided, the branches of the inflorescence slender 
and elongate, terete or inconspicuously striate ; leaves alternate, crowded at the base of 
the stem or the main branches, erect or ascending, the blades thick and somewhat succu- 
lent, those of the lower leaves linear-spatulate, those of the upper linear to subulate, mainly 
1-1.5 cm. long, all entire, slightly involute in drjdng; bracts subulate, entire, or the upper 
ones inconspicuously toothed ; outer sepals lanceolate, becoming 6-7 mm. long, rather 
abruptly pointed, entire or with few scattered glandular teeth ; inner sepals ovate-lance- 
olate, shorter than the outer ones and with few or several irregularly-placed teeth ; petals 
yellow, 10-13 mm. long; filaments and ovary glabrous; capsules ovoid or oblong-ovoid, 
about 4 mm. long. 

Type locality : Sprucemont, Nevada. 
Distribution: Nevada. 
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48. Cathartolinum multicaule (Hook.) Small. 

Linutn selaginoides T. & G. Fl. N. Am. 2 : 205. 1838. Not L. selaginoides I,am. 1789. 
Linum multicaule Hook. ; T. &. G. Fl. N. Am. 2 : 678. 1840. 
Linutn hudsonioides Planch. I/>nd. Jour. Bot. 7 : 186. 1848. 

Plants 1-3 dm. tall, bright-green. Stems branched at the base, the branches tufted, 
erect or nearly so, puberulent or finely rough-pubescent, sharply angled at least in age, 
somewhat corymbose or fastigiate above ; leaves numerous, appressed or erect and imbri- 
cated, or those at the base of the plant lax, the blades rigid, those of the lower leaves linear 
to linear-lanceolate, those of the upper ones linear-subulate to subulate, less than 1 cm. 
long, entire, but sometimes finely dliate ; bracts similar to the upper leaves ; outer sepals 
becoming 4.5-5 mm. long, each with an elliptic or oval body abruptly narrowed into a 
shorter subulate terminal awn ; inner sepals similar to the outer ones but mostly smaller, 
and like them with erose ciliate bodies ; ^tals yellow, 9-12 mm. long ; capsules subglobose, 
3-3.5 mm. long. 

Type locality : Texas. 
Distribution: Texas. 

3. HESPEROLINON (A. Gray) Small, gen. nov. 
Linum § Hesperolinon A. Gray, Proc. Am. Acad. 6: 521. 1865. 

Annual often dichotomously branched herbs. Leaves alternate, or rarely opposite, 
without stipules but sometimes with stipular glands ; blades narrow, entire or glandular- 
toothed. Sepals 5, glandular-ciliate, except in H. congestum^ persistent. Petals 5, pink, 
rose-purple, or white, or rarely yellow, with 1-3 ventral appendages and 2 lateral lobes near 
the base. Stamens 5 ; filaments united at the base, the free portions abruptly dilated or 
2-toothed at the base. Gynoecium 3-carpellary, not cartilaginous at the base; styles 3, 
distinct ; stigmas terminal, minute or capitate. Capsule 3-celled, with complete or incom- 
plete false partitions, separating into 6 valves. Seeds turgid.

1. Hesperolinon drymarioides (Curran) Small. 

Linum drymarioides Curran, Bull. Calif. Acad. 1 : 152. 1885. 

Plants 1-3 dm. tall, the stem dichotomous, usually from the base, purple or reddish, 
sparingly villous with white hairs ; leaves few, the blades ovate, often broadly so, 3-10 mm. 
long, acute or abruptly pointed, inconspicuously glandular-toothed, flat, sessile ; bracts similar 
to the leaves but smaller; pedicels filiform, longer than the caljTc at maturity; outer 
sepals lanceolate or oblong-lanceolate, becoming 3.5 mm. long, short-acuminate, sparingly 
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^landnlar-toothed ; inner sepals slightly shorter and narrower than the outer ones, and 

rather more closely toothed ; petals pink, 5.5-6.5 mm. long ; filaments subulate ; styles 

clavellate ; capsules ovoid, about 2.5 mm. long, nearly or quite as long as the sepals.

2. HesperoUnon adenophyllum (A. Gray) Small. 

Linum adenophyllum A. Gray, Proc. Am. Acad. 8 : 624. 1873. 

Plants 0.5-3 dm. tall, the stem simple at the base, repeatedly forked above, purplish, 

especially below, minutely pubescent especially above the nodes, or glabrate ; leaves 

numerous, the blades lanceolate to linear, 5-30 mm. long, closely and conspicuously 

glandular- toothed, somewhat acuminate, involutely folded, partly clasping ; bracts similar 

to the leaves but smaller ; pedicels slender, longer than the calyx at maturity ; outer sepals 

oblong-lanceolate to narrowly or linear-lanceolate, becoming 4-5 mm. long, very sparingly 

glandular-toothed, somewhat acuminate ; inner sepals usually slightly smaller than the 

outer ones and mostly with approximately the same number of teeth ; petals yellow, 4-6 

mm. long ; filaments filiform ; styles filiform ; capsules ovoid, about 2 mm. long, surpassed 

by the sepals. 

Type locality : Clear Lake, California. 
Distribution : Northern California. 

3. HesperoUnon Clevelandii (Greene) Small. 

Linum Clevelandii Greene, Bull. Torrey Club 9 : 121. 1882. 

Plants 1-3 dm. tall, the stem simple at the base, dichotomous above, usually purple, 

pubemlent or glabrate ; leaf-blades linear or narrowly linear-spatulate near the base of the 

stem, or linear-lanceolate above, mostly 9-21 mm. long, acutish, entire, more or less 

villous above, narrow at the base, somewhat involute; bracts similar to the leaves but 

smaller ; pedicels filiform, becoming 9-20 mm. long ; outer sepals lanceolate, becoming 

about 3 mm. long, acute, entire, glabrous ; inner sepals ovate-lanceolate, shorter than the 

outer ones, sparingly glandular-toothed ; petals yellow or yellowish, 4-5 mm. long ; capsules 

ovoid, about 3 mm. long, slightly surpassing the sepals. 

Type locality : Allen's Springs, California. 
Distribution : Middle and northern California. 

4. HesperoUnon Breweri (A. Gray) Small. 

Linum Breweri A. Gray, Proc. Calif. Acad. 3 : 102. 1864. 

Plants 1-3.5 dm. tall, sparingly branched above, more or less glaucous ; leaf-blades 
linear-filiform or almost filiform, 1-2 cm. long, entire, the stipular glands very prominent ; 
bracts similar to the leaves but smaller ; pedicels shorter than the sepals, at least during 
anthesis ; flowers spreading ; outer sepals oblong-ovate to lanceolate, becoming 3.5-4 mm. 
long, sparingly glandular-toothed; inner sepals slightly smaller than the outer ones; 
petals yellow, 5.5-7.5 mm. long ; capsules ovoid, about 2.5 mm. long, usuall}' scarcely 
equaling the sepals. 

Type locality ; Diablo Range, near Marsh's Ranch, California. 
Distribution : Western middle California. 

5. HesperoUnon micranthum (A. Gray) Small. 

Linum micranlhum A. Gray, Proc. Am. Acad. 7 : 333. 1868. 

Plants 1-4 dm. tall, the stem commonly simple at the base, dichotomous or branched 
and with dichotomous branches above, somewhat glaucous and more or less minutely 
pubescent especially about the nodes; leaf-blades narrowly linear, or those of the lower 
stem-leaves narrowly linear-spatulate, mostly 1-3 cm. long, acute or acutish, entire, more 
or less involute ; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller ; pedicels filiform, stiff ; flowers 
mostly nodding; outer sepals oblong-lanceolate to lanceolate, becoming 2.5-3.5 mm. long, 
with few irregularly-placed glandular teeth ; inner sepals slightly smaller than the outer 
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ones and more copiously glandular-toothed; petals white or pale-pink, mostly 3-5 mm. 
long ; capsules ovoid, about 2.5 mm. long, about equaling the sepals. 

Type locality : Mount Bullion, Mariposa County, California. 
Distribution : Oregon to middle California. 

6. HesperoUnon sperg^llnum (A. Gray) Small. 

Linum spergulinum A. Gray, Proc. Am. Acad. 7 : 333. 1868. * 

Plants 1-4 dm. tall, the stem brandied, sometimes from near the base, the branches 

dichotomons, glabrous or sparsely pubescent near the nodes ; leaf-blades narrowly linear 

or those near the base of the plant narrowly linear-spatulate, mostly 1-2 cm. long, entire, 

more or less involute ; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller ; pedicels capillary, nlti- 

mately somewhat deflexed ; flowers mostly spreading ; outer sepals ovate, 1.5-2 mm. long, 

glandless or with few irregularly-placed glandular teeth ; inner sepals slightly smaller than 

the outer ones, with more glandular teeth ; petals pink, mostly 6-7 mm. long ; capsnles 

ovoid, about 2 mm. long, much exceeding the sepals. 

Type locality : Cloverdale Sonoma County, California. 
Distribution : Middle California. 

7. HesperoUnon confertum (A. Gray) Small. 

Linum califomicum confertum A. Gray ; Trel. Trans. Acad. St. I«ouis 5 : 19. 1887, 

Plants 1-1.5 dm. tall, the stem green, glabrous, somewhat rigid, usually branched 
throughout, the branches somewhat dichotomous, the divisions terminating in cluster-like 
cymes at least during anthesis ; leaf-blades linear, 1-2 cm. long, acute, more or less invo- 
lute, entire; bracts similar to the leaves but smaller; sepals pubescent, the outer ones 
lanceolate to ovate-lanceolate, becoming 4-4.5 mm. long, with few irregularly-placed 
glandular teeth ; inner sepals slightly smaller than the outer and with more glandular 
teeth ; petals pink, 5-6 mm. long; capsules ovoid, about 2 mm. long, slightly shorter than 
the sepals. 

Type locality : Mare Island, San Francisco Bay, California. 
Distribution : Middle California. 

8. HesperoUnon californicum (Benth.) Small. 

Linum califomicum Benth. PI. Hartw. 299. 1848. 

Plants 1-4.5 dm. tall, the stem glabrous, glaucous, striate-ridged, more or less branched, 
the branches dichotomous, the divisions terminating in congested C3anules; leaf-blades 
narrowly linear, mostly 1-3 cm. long", acutish, entire, often somewhat involute; bracts 
similar to tlie leaves but smaller ; sepals glaucous, the outer ones lanceolate to oblong- 
lanceolate or elliptic-lanceolate, becoming 4-5 mm. long, acuminate, with few irregularly- 
placed glandular teeth, or ultimately entire ; inner sepals similar to the outer but slightly 
shorter and more copiously and more regularly toothed ; petals pink, 4-6 mm. long ; cap- 
sules depressed-ovoid, about 3 mm. long, about equaling the sepals. 

Type locality. : Valley of the Sacramento. 
Distribution : Middle and northern California. 

9. HesperoUnon congestum (A. Gray) Small. 

Linum congestum. A. Gray, Proc. Am. Acad. 6 : 521. 1865. 

Plants 1-3 dm. tall, the stem glaucous, more or less fine-pubescent above the nodes, 
branched above, the branches often nearly erect, angled, terminating in congested cy mules ; 
leaf-blades narrowly linear, 1-3 cm. long, acute, finely pubescent, entire, involute ; bracts 
similar to the leaves but' smaller and more pubescent ; outer sepals lanceolate or oblong- 
lanceolate, becoming 4.5-5 mm. long, acuminate, entire, pubescent all over the outer side, 
the margins glandless; inner sepals lanceolate, slightly smaller than the outer ones, 
similarly pubescent ; petals rose-purple, the basal teeth sharp ; filaments filiform ; capsules 
ovoid, about 2,5 mm. long, nearly as long as the caly^c. 

Type locality : Marin County, California. 
Distribution : Middle California. 
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4. REINWARIXriA Dumort. Comm. Bot. 19. 1822. 

Mctcrolinum Reichenb. Handb. 306. 1837. 
KUleiocharis Alef. Bot. Zcit 21 : 282. 1863. 

Shrubs with branching stems. Leaves alternate, with minute, narrow, caducous stipules ; 
blades thickish, entire or obscurely crenate, narrowed into margined petioles. Flowers 
borne in cluster-like C3anes, distinctly pedicelled. Sepals 5, somewhat fleshy, smooth and 
glabrous, entire, persistent. Petals 5, yellow, several times longer than the sepals, unap- 
pendaged. Stamens 5 ; filaments more or less dilated near the base, alternating with slen*- 
der staminodia which are borne in the sinuses of the tube. Gyiioedum 3-5-carpellary^ 
styles 3-5, greatly elongate, nearly distinct or somewhat united near the base ; stigmas 
reniform, relatively large. Capsule firm or woody, globose to oblong-conic, the carpels 
smooth. Seeds reniform.

A glabrous shrub usually less than 1 m. tall, the lower branches speading, or prostrate 
and rooting, the twigs tender. Leaf-blades oblong or elliptic, varying to obovate or oblong- 
ovate, 2-8 cm. long, usually mucronate at the apex, mostly entire ; the petioles of the 
laiger leaves about 1 cm. long ; flowers usually few or several in a cluster, showy ; pedicels 
becoming 1-2 cm. long ; sepals broadly lanceolate to ovate-lanceolate, 10-12 mm. long, 
acute or short-acuminate, somewhat ribbed in age ; petals yellow, 2.5-3 cm. long, the 
upper portion spreading ; staminodia about 1 mm. long ; gynoecium glabrous ; capsules 
globular, 5.5-6.5 mm. in diameter, surpassed by the sepals. 

Type locality : East India. 

Distribution : Martinique and Guadeloupe. Naturalized from southeastern Asia.

Twining or spreading, annual or perennial, sometimes tuberous, herbs, 
with usually peltate leaf-blades which are angled, lobed, or dissected, and axil- 
lary 1-flowered peduncles, or the flowers rarely in umbels. Flowers irregular, 
perfect, the hypanthium produced posteriorly into a spur. Sepals 5, imbricate 
or valvate, connate at the base. Petals 5, rarely fewer by abortion, imbricate, 
the upper ones exterior and more or less dissimilar to the lower, and, on 
account of the posterior enlargement of the hypanthium, at some distance from 
the stamens. Stamens 8, free, unequal, declinate. Ovary 3-lobed, 3-celled ; 
style single, apical, filiform, the branches short, introrsely stigmatic. Ovule 
solitary, x)endulous from the apex of the cell. Fruit with the carpels persistent 
a short time, and then separating from the axis, indehiscent, indurated-fleshy, 
wrinkled. Seed without endosperm ; cotyledons thick-fleshy ; hypocotyl very 
short.

about 1.5 cm. long; aepala ovate; petala yellow, cuneate, crenate at the apex, the upper 

marked with red lines and violet spots, the lower with a long claw.

Noli-tangere ; it 
has opposite leaves and must bdong to some Asiatic spedes, escaped from cultivation. No 
specimens resembling it could be found in the North American herbaria examined.

Ovules usually 6 in each cell, pendulous 
in pairs from its inner angles, anatropous. Fruit villose or tomentose, globose or obovoid, 
5-angled, separating into 5 indehiscent carpels. Seed solitary by abortion, oblong, some- 
what incurved ; cotyledons narrowly oblong, flattish.

10-lobed disk. Styles united into a short stout column. Stigmas 5, more or less connate, 
parallel or somewhat radiate, papillose. Ovules 5-10 in each cell, superposed in a single 
series, obliquely pendulous from the inner angle, anatropous. Pndt depressed, 5-angled, 
tnberculate or spinose, separating at maturity into 5 bony carpels, leaving no central axis, 
the carpels divided by oblique transverse septa into 5-5 one-seeded compartments. Seeds 
oblong-obovate. Endosperm wanting. Testa membranaceous.

quent along the branches, mainly aggregated at the ends, appressed silvery-hirsute or 
tomentulose ; stipules linear or subulate, acute, commonly the length of the petiole ; petioles

^ A diffuse trailing annual herb ; stems hirsute and slightly swollen at the nodes ; stipules 
subulate, caducous ; petioles about as long as the leaflets ; leaves 2-5 cm. long ; leaflets 
about 5-7 pairs, somewhat oblique, oblong or elliptic, 3-13 mm. long, acutish or obtuse, 
silky-strigose beneath, the terminal pair smaller ; peduncles usually in the axils of the 
alternate smaller leaves and shorter than the leaves ; sepals caducous ; petals obovate, about 
4 mm. long, light -yellow ; carpels bony, 5, by abortion 3-celled, each with 2 divergent 
stout spines and 2 or more smaller ones and also somewhat tuberculate, sparingly hispid 
and sometimes puberulent.

Peduncles axillary, swollen below the cal3rx. Sepals 5 or 6, lanceolate to linear-subulate, 
mostly persisting, marcescent, usually much shriveled or contracted on the fruiting calyx.

Fruit vertically 8-12-angled, muricate, roughened or tuberculate, 
separating at maturity into 8-12 bony, indehiscent, 1- rarely 2-8eeded, dorsally tuberculate 
nutlets, leaving a more or less persistent thick styliferous central axis. Seeds obovate.

2 in each cell, suspended from near the summit of the column.

outline, 2 mm. long, 4-angled, densely pubescent ; style thick, sulcate, lobed at the 
apex, the free lobes stigmatose on the margins ; capsule 2-3 cm. long, pendulous on 
a geniculate pedicel, obovoid in outline, 3-5-lobed, usuaUy 4-lobed, acute at each end, 
reticulate- veiny, tomentulose ; seeds 6-7 mm. long, oblong-ovoid or ellipsoid, nearly black, 
shiny, covered with a thin, dull-brown, sticky aril ; endosperm thick and bony; cotyledons 
oblong, 2-3 mm. long, yellow.

Fruit globose, 3-4-celled, 
many-seeded. Seeds angled. Testa pitted ; embryo curved.

Shrubs, trees, or partially woody herbs, or vines with reclining, trailing, or 
twining: stems. Leaves tisually opposite, with stipules at the base of the 
petiole or on it ; blades narrow or broad, entire, toothed, or lobed, often with 
glands on the margins or on the back. Flowers usually perfect, solitary or 
variously borne in terminal or lateral clusters. Cleistogamous flowers with 
more or less rudimentary organs accompany the other flowers in some genera. 
Cal3rx of 5 sepals, some or all of which bear sessile or stalked glands, or occa- 
sionally all are glandless. Corolla white or usually variously colored, of 5 
unequal petals which are usually manifestly clawed, the blade undulate, toothed, 
fimbriate, or lobed, and often concave. Androecium of 5 or 10 anther-bearing 
stamens, or sometimes fewer ; filaments united at the base or higher up, rarely 
distinct ; anthers narrow or broad, the connective often large. G3moecium of 
typically 3 carpels, rarely of 2, 4, or 5 carpels. Ovary sessile, often lobed, 
sometimes appendaged ; styles distinct or united, slender throughout or 
enlarged or dilated at the apex ; stigma usually minute, entire or lobed. Fruit 
drupaceous, nut-like, capsular or a samara variously winged and sometimes also 
crested.

Aromatic, armed or unarmed trees or shrubs, or shrubby herbs, some- 
times scandent, with secreting glands in their bark, foliage, and fruits. Leaves 
alternate or opposite, pinnately or digitately compound, unifoliolate, or simple, 
without stipules ; petioles often wing-margined. Leaflets or leaf -blades fre- 
quently inequilateral at the base, entire, crenulate, or serrulate. Flowers 
perfect, polygamous, or dioecious, in axillary or terminal cymes, panicles, 
racemes, or spikes, or sometimes solitary. Calyx with 3-5 lobes or sepals, or 
rarely more, in one or occasionally two series, or rarely wanting. Corolla of 
3-5, or rarely more, usually imbricate petals, or in a few genera gamopetalous. 
Androecium of as many stamens as there are petals or twice as many, or some- 
times more ; filaments distinct or united below, inserted on a hypogynous disk 
or in the gamopetalous genera more or less adnate to the corolla-tube ; anthers 
introrse, 2-celled, often tipped with a gland. Gynoecium of 1-5, or more, 
sessile or stipitate, free or united carpels ; styles free or connate, terminal 
or sometimes lateral ; stigma simple or lobed. Ovules 2, or rarely 4, or more, 
in each cavity. Fruit a follicle, capsule, samara, drupe, or berry. Seeds soli- 
tary or several in each cell, with an often crustaceous, furrowed or punctate 
testa, with or without endosperm ; radicle superior.

CoroUa gamopetalous ; filaments more or less adnate to the corolla-tube. 
Sepals in a single series, subequal, more or less united.

Flowers perfect ; disk conspicuous, commonly surrounding the 
ovary.

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l-carpellary ; ovary sessile ; style long, slender ; follicles globose or snbglobose, brown, 5-6 

mm. long, 5-6 mm. broad, brown ; seeds globose or round-ellipsoid, 3.8-5 mm. long, 3.5-4 

mm. broad, black, shining, more or less wrinkled.

crenate or entire ; midrib and lateral nerves more prominent beneath than above ; rachis 

channeled; inflorescence terminal, corymbose, many-flowered; staminate flowers: calyx 

about 1 mm. broad ; sepals 3, semiorbicular, minutely denticulate at the apex ; petals 3, 

imbricate, elliptic to nearly oval, concave, 1.5-2.5 mm. long, 1-1.8 mm. broad, obtuse at 

the apex ; stamens 3, longer than the petals ; anthers oblong to oblong-ovate ; rudimentary 

ovary sessile, conic ; pistillate flowers : gynoecium l-carpellary ; ovary globose, punctate, 

shorter than the style ; follicles ellipsoid, 5.6-7 mm. long, 4.6-5.5 mm. broad, brown, the 

glands elevated or impressed; seeds ellipsoid to subglobose, 4.2-4.8 mm. long, 3.5-4 mm. 

broad, black, shining.

A glabrous shrub or tree, up to 13 m. in height, with prickly branchlets ; leaves odd- 
pinnate ; leaflets 3-9, opposite, short-petioluled, oblong-obovate or obovate, 5-8 cm. long^, 
2-3 cm. broad, short-actmiinate, obtuse, rounded or sometimes subemarginate at the apex, 
narrowed at the base, lustrous above, less so beneath or dull, entire, coriaceous, subeqni- 
lateral, the margin narrowly revolute ; glands of both surfaces more or less impressed, not 
pellucid, those of the margin larger ; petiole and rachis channeled, unarmed or bearing a 
few straight brownish prickles ; inflorescence terminal, paniculate ; staminate flowers :

tary, sessile, apiculate, globose.

acuminate or rounded-acuminate at the apex, subequilaterally rounded at the base, entire 
or obsoletely crenulate ; glands on the under surface small, brownish, those on the margin 
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l>etween the crenatures larger, conspicuous, pellucid ; inflorescence terminal or rarely lateral 
by the abortion of the primary axis, cor3rmbose ; staminate flowers : sepals 3, 0.8-1 mm. long, 
connate below, the free parts open in aestivation, shortly triangular, obtuse, entire ; petals 
3, in aestivation cochleate-imbricate, elliptic or ovate, 2.5-3 mm. long, 1.5 mm. broad, at 
flowering time erect-spreading, glabrous ; stamens 3, the longer filaments nearly as long 
AS the petals ; anthers ovate or short-ovate, 1 mm. long ; ovary rudimentary, with 3, short, 
very obtuse connivent apices ; pistillate flowers : gynoecium 3-carpellary ; ovaries short- 
ovoid ; styles projecting from the ventral side of the carpels near the apex, free, almost 
•equaling the carpels; follicles 2 or 3, globular or ovoid-globular, 4-5 mm. long, 3.5-4 mm. 
broad.

A small, glabrous tree or shrub, about 2 m. high, with a gra3nish bark, bearing hard- 
corky prickles, two or three of them sometimes united and forming ridges, 1-1.5 cm. long, 
or wart-like or subpyramidal ; branches, petioles, and rachis unarmed ; leaves odd-pinnate, 
or rarely equally pinnate, 3.5-10 cm. long ; leaflets 3-9, elliptic to oval or obovate, the 
lateral leaflets 1.5-4.3 cm. long, 0.8-2.8 cm. broad, the terminal leaflet often longer and 
broader, rounded or obtuse at the apex, acute and somewhat inequilateral at the base, 
rather dark-green and lustrous above, paler beneath, coriaceous, the margin crenulate, 
the glands beneath usually impressed and opaque, rarely very sparsely pellucid-glandular ; 
petioles and rachis grooved ; inflorescence terminal, 1-4 cm. long ; staminate flowers (unex- 
panded): calyx 1.7-1.9 mm. broad, the sepals 3, triangular, acute or obtuse, the margins 
denticulate and somewhat lacerate ; petals 3, elliptic to oval, 2.5-3 mm. long, 1-2 mm. 
broad ; stamens 3, the anthers oblong to oblong-ovate ; pistillate flowers : gynoecium 3-car- 
pellary; follicles 2 or 3, occasionally only 1, and accompanied by two abortive carpels, sub- 
globose or ovate, 4-6 mm. long, brownish or greenish-brown at maturity, apiculate; seeds 
^ubovoid or rarely subglobose, 3.5-4.5 mm. long, occasionally obtusely pointed at the ends, 
black, shining.

A glabrous tree, 5-10 m. high, with a prickly trunk, the branches unarmed or with few, 
slender, brownish prickles 3-6 mm. long ; leaves odd -pinnate, 13-24 cm. long, the leaflets 
3-9, oblong to oval, occasionally somewhat obovate, 2.8-11 cm. long, 1.5-4.8 cm. broad, 
sessile or short-petioluled, more or less crenulate, obtusely acuminate or rarely rounded at 
the apex, equilateral or inequilateral and cuneate at the base, dull or somewhat lustrous 
above, paler beneath, the venation more prominent than above ; terminal leaflet usually long- 
petioluled, the petiolules often articulate at the summit ; inflorescence terminal, paniculate- 
corymbose; staminate flowers (immature): sepals 3, semioval to broadly triangular ; petals 3, 
ovate ; stamens 3 ; pistillate flowers : sepals 3, broadly triangular ; petals 3, ovate, 2-2.2 mm. 
long, 1-1.2 mm. broad; gynoecium 3-carpellary; ovaries sessile; follicles (immature) 2, 
accompanied by one abortive carpel, or solitary and accompanied by two abortive carpels, 
subglobose, 4 mm. in diameter, brown, apiculate, the surface pitted.

ticulate or entire ; petals 3, oblong, elliptic-oblong, oval, or occasionally ovate, obtuse or 
rounded at the apex, 2.5-4 mm. long, 1.7-3 mm. broad, yellowish-white ; stamens 3, slightly 
longer than the petals, the filaments rather stout, .the anthers ovate or oval ; pistillate 
flowers : cBlyx 1.5-2 mm. broad ; sepals 3, broadly triangular, semiorbicular or occasionally 
broadly triangular-ovate, 0.6-1 mm. long, the margins minutely denticulate or entire ; petals 
3, broadly ovate or oval, 4-4.2 mm. long, 3-3.5 mm. broad, obtuse or rotmded at the apex ; 
gynoecium 3-carpellary ; ovaries sessile ; styles rather short ; follicles subglobose or round- 
ellipsoid, brown, apiculate, 5-6 mm. long, the surface bearing brown elevated excrescences 
which are sometimes nearly transparent, becoming depressed at the apex in drying ; seeds 
solitary in each follicle, subglobose or globose-ovoid, 3-4 mm. long, smooth or slightly 
wrinkled, black, shining.

beneath, opaque, sessile or very short-petioluled ; lateral nerves small or scarcely prominent ; 
glands very few and scattered; petioles and internodes of the rachis winged, oblong to oblong- 
elliptic, 0.5-3 mm. broad, usually unarmed or rarely bearing a small brownish prickle be- 
tween the pairs of leaflets ; flowers solitary, or several glomerate in the cails of the leaves ;

lustrous, sessile or subsessile, not pellucid-glandular, reticulate-veined, the lateral nerves 
prominent ; petioles and internodes of the rachis winged, linear-oblanceolate to rectangular- 
oblong, 2-8 mm. broad, strongly reticulate- veined ; flowers solitary, or several glomerate in 
the axils of the leaves ; staminate flowers : sepals 4, triangular-orbicular or suborbicnlar, 
0.7-0.8 mm. long, and as broad, rotmded at the apex ; petals 4, oval or obovate, 2 mm. long, 
1.5 mm. broad, rounded at the apex ; filaments as long as the petals ; anthers ovate, obtuse ; 
gynophore conic ; ovaries 2, rudimentary, linear-lanceolate ; pistillate flowers not seen ; fol- 
licles globose-ovoid, 5 mm. long, 4-4.5 mm. broad, short-mucronate, dehiscent to below the 
middle ; seeds globose-ovoid, 4 mm. long, 3.5 mm. broad, black, shining.

petals 4, in aestivation cochleate-imbricate, oblong-elliptic to oval, 3-3.5 mm. long, 1-1.4 
mm. broad, rounded at the apex, rather thick, erect-spreading; stamens 4; filaments 
longer than the petals ; anthers ovate or narrowly ovate, obtuse to short-apiculate at the 
apex ; rudimentary carpel conic, tapering into a subulate grooved style ; pistillate flowers :

leaflets 5-11, the lateral ones with petiolules scarcely 1 mm. long, ovate to oval, 2-4.6 cm. 
long, 1-2.2 cm. broad, the apex shortly and obtusely acuminate, the base slightly inequi- 
lateral, obtuse or nearly rounded, the margin entire or sometimes minutely repand, with 
a small thickening on each side near the base, coriaceous, shining or lustrous above, 
in drying becoming nearly black with the brownish midrib impressed above, prominent 
beneath, the lateral nerves wide-spreading, nearly straight and very slender, above obso- 
lete, beneath somewhat prominent ; panicles subterminal, the branches, peduncles and 
pedicels very shortly and minutely puberulent, becoming glabrescent ; sepals 4, subdeltoid, 
obtuse or rounded, scarcely 1 mm. long ; follicles 5-7 mm. in diameter, strongly wrinkled 
within, gra3nish-brown ; seeds black, shining.

acute to obtuse or sometimes rounded and emarginate at the apex, cuneate or somewhat 
inequilaterally rounded at the base, crenulate with small, usually few teeth above the middle, 
or entire ; pellucid glands below the crenatures, those scattered on the surface dark-brown 
or blackish and opaque ; inflorescence short-racemose, few-flowered ; pistillate flowers (un- 
developed): sepals 4, puberulent, the two exterior ones triangular-orbicular or suborbicular, 
the two inner smaller; petals 4, oval or ovate-oval, puberulent, gibbous below the apex;

abruptly short-acuminate at the apex, cuneate at the base, the margin entire, revolute, 
shining above, paler beneath, reticulate-veined, coriaceous, pellucid-glandular, the glands 
nnmerous, elevated or impressed ; inflorescence 3-5 cm. long, terminal or in the axils of 
the upper leaves, its branches slender ; staminate flowers : sepals 4, triangular to broadly 
triangular; petals 4, ovate, 2-2.5 mm. long, 1.1-1.5 mm. broad, glandular, obtuse or some- 
what acutish at the apex ; pistillate flowers unknown ; follicles subglobose, blackish-brown, 
the surface somewhat wrinkled and pitted ; seeds ovoid or subglobose, 4.5-5 mm. long, 
4-4.5 mm. broad, blackish-red, more or less wrinkled.

rachis grooved and narrowly winged, usually armed with short recurved prickles ; panicles 
lateral, axillary, few-flowered ; flowers not seen ; sepals 4 ; follicles one or two, when soli- 
tary usually accompanied by an abortive carpel, globose or subglobose, 5-7 mm. in diameter, 
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vermcose-glandular, brownish, the valves thick ; seeds subglobose, 4-4.2 mm. in diameter, 

compressed, black, shining, wrinkled.

A prickly shrub or small tree 3-4.5 m. high, with slender grayish branches ; young 
twigs light-gray, verrucose-glandular ; stipular prickles in pairs, numerous, slender, straight 
or slightly curved, spreading, chestnut-brown, becoming gray with age; leaves odd-pin- 
nate, 0.5-1.5 cm. long, the petioles and rachis (if present) narrowly winged; leaflets 3, 
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occasionally 5, obovate, truncate or rounded and often emarginate at the apex, cuneate 
at the base, minutely and often obscurely crenulate above the middle, equilateral or occasion- 
ally inequilateral, sessile or subsessile, glabrous, coriaceous, lustrous above, pellucid-glan- 
dular, the glands few, scattered, the marginal ones larger ; lateral leaflets 2.5-7 mm. long, 
1-4 mm. broad, the terminal one somewhat longer and broader; flowers solitary, axillary, 
closely sessile; caljrx from under mature carpels 1.5-2 mm. broad, the sepals 5, entire or 
denticulate ; follicles 1-3, sessile, obovoid, compressed, 6-9 mm. long, 5-9 mm. broad, 
blackish or brownish, the surface wrinkled ; seeds orbicular, compressed, often truncate at 
the base, 5-6 mm. long, black, shining, smooth or slightly wrinkled.

numerous, those bordering the margin forming a conspicuous even row, composed alter- 
nately of large glands at the sinuses and smaller ones intervening ; petioles and rachis 
terete or nearly so, above narrowly grooved ; inflorescence terminal, rather compact, the 
branches stout ; flowers not seen ; sepals from under mature carpels 5, semiorbicular or semi- 
orbicular-triangular ; gynednm 5-carpellary ; follicles sessile, wrinkled, 0.9-1.1 cm. long, 
blackish, not conspicuously verrucose-glandular, broadly obovoid, somewhat flattened; 
seeds 6.5-7 mm. long, black, shining.

A tree 5-18 m. high, with a gra3dsh bark, bearing near the base hard-corky cushions, 

which are sometimes concrescent, forming short ridges, or helmet-shaped ; branches usually 

unarmed, glabrous ; leaves odd-pinnate, 10-25 cm. long, occasionally longer ; leaflets 5-17, 

commonly 11-15, narrowly elliptic, lanceolate, oblong-lanceolate, ovate, or rarely oblong- 

obovate, 3.5-10.5 cm. long, 1.5-3.5 cm. broad, acute to long-acuminate at the apex, obliquely 

rounded or acute at the base, irregularly crenulate, glabrous ; pellucid glands elevated, 

rather numerous, often becoming brown and opaque, a conspicuous one at the base of each 

sinus and one or more smaller ones intervening ; petioles and rachis terete or nearly so, 

above narrowly grooved, unarmed, glabrous ; inflorescence terminal, compact or open ;

A tree with twigs, foliage, and inflorescence shortly and densely pilose ; leaves odd- 
pinnate, about 1.5-2 dm. long; leaflets 5, coriaceous, the terminal one with a petiolule 4-5 
mm. long, the ultimate pair remote from the terminal one, 5-6 cm. long, 3-4 cm. broad, 
oblong, obtuse, the base acute, short-petiolulate, the lowest pair oval, 2.5-4 cm. long, 2-2.5 
cm. broad, the lateral nerves 7-8, prominent beneath ; panicle terminal, pyramidal, densely 
flowered, 7-8 cm. long, the lower lateral spikes 3-4 cm. long ; pedicels 2 mm. long; pistil- 
late flowers : caljrx about 1 mm. long ; sepals 5, broadly ovate, the margin pale, ciliate ;

An unarmed shrub about 2 m. high, with a yellowish-gray bark, the branchlets, leaves, 
and branches of inflorescence densely stellate-pubescent with short hairs ; leaves odd- 
pinnate, 5-17 cm. long, the petioles 2-4 cm. long, nearly terete, glandular-verrucose, 
shallowly grooved above or flat; leaflets 7-11, the lateral ones opposite, or the lower pair 
snbopposite, sessile, coriaceous, oblong to oblong-lanceolate, 2-4 cm. long, 1-1.5 cm. broad, 
obtuse or gland-tipped and mucronate at the apex, at the base rounded, nearly equilateral 
or inequilateral, above somewhat lustrous and densely reticulate-veined, glandular, the 
glands brownish, small, somewhat prominent, beneath velvety and with less conspicuous 
glands ; panicles terminal, 6-7.5 cm. long, the branches glandular-verrucose ; bracts decidu- 
ous ; flowers not seen ; calyx stellate-pubescent ; sepals 5 ; follicles 1, rarely 2, obovoid, 
3-4 mm. long, 2.5-3 mm. thick, short-stipitate, rounded at the apex, brownish-verrucose, 
the stipe thick ; seeds obovoid, narrowed at the base, 3-3.5 mm. long, 2-2.5 mm. broad.

Trees or shrubs. Leaves alternate or« rarely opposite, simple, or 1-5-foliolate ; leaflets 
pellucid-punctate. Flowers perfect, in terminal or axillary panicles. Calyx 4- or 5-lobed or 
4- or 5-parted, deciduous. Petals 4 or 5, spreading, imbricate or slightly valvate. Disk 
annular or cup-shaped, entire or 8- or 10-lobed. Stamens 4 or 5, the filaments subulate, 
accumbent in the shallow grooves or immersed in the deep grooves of the disk, alternate 
with the petals; anthers somewhat heart-shaped, mucronate. Ovary depressed-globose, 
sessile on the disk or immersed in it, 4- or 5-lobed, 4- or 5-celled, often densely tuberculate.

A tree 4.5-6 m. high, the young branches and inflorescence hirsutulous ; leaves digi- 

tately 3-foliolate, alternate, long-petioled ; leaflets oblong to lance-elliptic, 15-20 cm. long, 

5-7.5 cm. broad, short-acuminate at the apex, somewhat oblique at the base, green and 

lustrous above, paler and hirsutulous beneath, strongly veined ; inflorescence paniculate ; 

flowers 8.5-10 mm. broad ; sepals broadly ovate to orbicular or broadly triangular ; petals 

oblong-ovate to ovate, 5-5.5 mm. long, fleshy ; filaments accumbent in the shallow grooves 

of the disk ; disk large, 3.8-4.1 mm. in diameter; fruit not seen. 

Type locality: Canyon along wagon road six miles above Dominguillo, state of Oazaca.

A tree up to about 10 m. in height, with brownish or gra3rish-brown bark ; branches of the 
inflorescence usually bearing close-set pustule-like glands, and puberulent ; leaves alternate, 
digitately 3-5-foliolate ; leaflets oblong to oblong-oval, or sometimes obovate, 6-17 cm. long, 
2.8-7 cm. broad, glabrous, rounded or obtuse at the apex, rounded or cuneate and often 
Inequilateral at the base; flowers 6.5-8 mm. in diameter, in terminal, many-flowered 
cors^mbiform panicles; sepals orbicular-ovate to nearly orbicular, unequal, imbricate, 
ciliolate, minutely puberulent externally; petals oblong to oblong-elliptic, occasionally 
oblong-ovate, 2.8-4 mm. long, 2-2.5 mm. broad, yellowish, rounded or obtuse at the apex, 
spreading, minutely puberulent externally and glandular-dotted ; filaments subulate, ac- 
cumbent in the shallow grooves of the disk ; disk 2.6-3 mm. in diameter ; mature capsule 4-5 
cm. broad, 5-beaked at the apex, coarsely wrinkled and often bearing a few obtuse, com- 
pressed tubercles 2-5 mm. in length ; seeds brown or somewhat blackish-brown, obliquely 
compressed deltoid-ovoid, short-beaked, about 1-1.3 cm. long, 6.5-9 mm. broad, lustrous. 

Type locality : Jamaica. 

Distribution : Jamaica ; also reported from Yucatan. 
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5. Esenbeckia Berlandierl Baillon, Adansonia 10 : 151. 1871. 

Esenbeckia acapulcensis Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 5 : 111. 1897. 

A small tree about 6 m. in height, with a tmnk-diameter of 7.5-10 cm., glabrons 

throughout with the exception of the puberulent inflorescence ; leaves alternate, digitately 

3-foliolate, the leaflets oblong to obovate, 3.7-12.5 cm. long, 1.4-4.6 cm. broad, rounded at 

the apex, and more or less decurrent on the petiolule to near its base ; flowers about 5- 

5.5 mm. in diameter, in a short, broad, terminal panicle; sepals orbicular or nearly so, 

minutely dliate, glandular-dotted ; petals oblong-elliptic to oblong-ovate, sometimes obovate, 

2.7-3 mm. long, 1.5-2 mm. broad, glandular-dotted; filaments subulate, acctmibent in the 

shallow grooves of the disk, the anthers ovate, cordate at the base ; disk 1.2-1.5 mm. in 

diameter ; capsule 3.5-5 cm. broad, deeply 5-lobed, ridged, sometimes beaked ; seeds 

brownish.

A shrub (or tree?) with yellowish-brown branchlets spotted with small whitish lenti- 
eels and leafy toward their ends ; young shoots, petioles, and panicles hispidulous ; 
petioles 1-2 cm. long ; leaves digitately 3-foliolate ; leaflets pelludd-glandular, membra- 
nous, obovate, the terminal one 5-11.4 cm. long and 4-6.3 cm. broad, the lateral leaflets 
somewhat smaller, sessile, glabrous or nearly so above, hispidulous, especially on the 
midrib, beneath, rounded or abruptly short-pointed, the tip obtuse, cuneate at the base, 
the margin obsoletely crenate ; panicles terminal, racemiform, 3.7-5 cm. long, the branches 
short; flowers 4.8-5.5 mm. broad, subglomerate ; sepals imbricate, hispidulous, oval to 
nearly orbicular ; petals imbricate, hispidulous, oblong to elliptic, 3-3.5 mm. long, 1-1.3 
mm. broad, obtuse at the apex, sparingly and minutely pelludd-glandular; stamens aboat 
equaling the petals ; filaments dilated below, accumbent in the shallow grooves of the disk, 
the anthers cordate, apiculate ; disk 1.2-1.5 mm. in diameter; ovary immersed in the disk ; 
style subulate, about 1 mm. long; capsule unknown.

A tree sometimes attaining a height of 20 m., with terete, glabrous branches and 
brownish bark ; leaves alternate, unifoliolate, rarely trifoliolate, oblong to oblong-ovate 
or oblong-lanceolate, 1.14-1.75 dm. long, 4-7.5 cm. broad, usually rather obtusely short- 
acuminate at the apex, rounded or acute at the base, glabrous, entire, reticulate-veined, 
the midrib and primary veins prominent beneath, pelludd-glandular, somewhat lustrous 
above, paler beneath ; racemes at the ends of the branches, axillary and terminal, solitary, 
long-peduncled, pubescent, their branches few, short ; flowers about 8-10 mm. broad ; 
pedicels bibracteate at the middle, the bracts subopposite, ovate, acute, concave, subcilio> 
late ; calyx glabrous ; sepals imbricate, ovate to orbicular-ovate, obtuse, dliate, concave ; 
petals much exceeding the calyx, elliptic to nearly orbicular, 2.5-4 mm. long, 2-3.5 mm. 
broad, yellow, glandular-punctate, spreading or reflexed ; filaments immersed in the deep 
grooves of the disk ; anthers cordate, glabrous ; disk 3.5-4 mm. in diameter ; ovary 
depressed, beset with fleshy tubercles ; style erect, rather short ; stigma clavate-capitate ; 
capsule when ruptured about 2.5-3 cm. in diameter, bearing on the outside, conic, obtuse 
tubercles 1-2 mm. long ; seeds ovate, pointed, 9-10 mm. long.

Petals 4, membra- 
nous, imbricate. Disk thick, erect. Stamens 8, inserted at the base of the disk, the 4- 
altemate ones shorter ; filaments filiform. Ovary didymous, 2-celled. Style short, thick. 
Stigma large, capitate, obscurely 2-lobed. Ovules 2 in each cell, collateral. Fruit mostly 
didymous.

A small straggling shrub with often approximate, stout, crooked, grayish branches 
and flexuous twigs, the younger parts densely canescent-pilose ; leaves at the ends of the 
branchlets, 1-2 cm. long, the petioles, rachis, and lower surfaces of the leaflets cinereous- 
pilose ; rachis wingless or sometimes very narrowly winged ; leaflets 5 or 7, subcoriaceous, 
the lateral ones sessile or subsessile, obliquely ovate to orbicular, 3-7 mm. long, 2.5-6 mm.

at the apex, rounded or sometimes cuneate at the base, dark glossy green and leathery, 
more or less crenulate ; inflorescence cymose or the flowers sometimes solitary ; flowers 
2.5-4.4 cm. broad ; calyx cup-shaped, often somewhat pubescent, large, the sepals acute ; 
petals oblong, rather fleshy ; berry globose or pyiiform, 9-18 cm. in diameter, lemon- 
yellow or flesh-colored, sometimes reddish, the rind usually smooth, bitter, the pulp pale- 
yellow or reddish, add and often somewhat bitter ; seeds more or less wedge-shaped.

Flowers perfect, monoecious, dioecious, or polygamous, 
usually small, in clustered or panicled cymules, or sometimes axillary. Calyx 
of 3-7 distinct or partly united sepals. Corolla of 3-7 distinct imbricate or 
rarely valvate petals, or rarely wanting. Androecium of as many stamens as 
there are sepals or petals or twice as many, or rarely numerous ; filaments gla- 
brous or pubescent, or sometimes appendaged at the base ; anthers oblong or 
ovoid, sometimes apiculate at the apex. Gynoecium of 2-5 carpels with dis- 
tinct or united bodies. Styles distinct or united, or wanting. Stigmas terminal 
or introrse. Ovules solitary or two, or rarely many in each ovary-cavity. 
Fruit a drupe, a berry, a capsule, or a samara. Seed usually solitary. 

Carpels l-ovuled. 

Stamens with appendaged filaments. 

Disk flattish ; stigmas separate. 1. Simarouba. 

Disk cushion-like or column-like ; stigmas united. 

Filaments with elongate appendages ; sepals partially united. 2. Simaba.

Trees with rather stout and often stiff branches. Leaves alternate, persistent ; blades 
tinequally pinnate or rarely equally pinnate, the leaflets few or rather numerous, mostly 
alternate, entire, leathery, often rather narrow, petioled or nearly sessile. Flowers rather 
small, monoecious or dioecious, in much-branched panicles. Sepals 5, or sometimes 4 or 6, 
rather broad, partially united. Petals 5, or sometimes 4 or 6, much longer than the calyx. 
Stamens 10, or rarely 8 or 12, often reduced to dilated staminodia in the pistillate flowers ; 
filaments subulate, appendaged at the base ; anthers narrow. Ovary usually 5-celled, sessile, 
the carpel-bodies distinct. Styles united. Stigmas spreading or recurved. Ovules solitary in 
each ovary-cavity, pendulous. Drupes five together or fewer, slightly elongate, often with 
a subapical introrse tip, the pulp thin, the stone crustaceous.

Leaves alternate, often approximate at the ends of the 
branches ; blades equally or unequally pinnate, the leaflets few, usually 2 pairs and a ter- 
minal one, the blades thin, entire. Flowers perfect, in elongate racemes or panicles. 
Sepals 5, distinct, short and broad, deciduous. Petals 5, much longer than the calyx, nar- 
row, distinct. Stamens 10, borne at the base of a broad disk ; filaments slender, elongate, 
with short appendages; anthers rather narrow. Ovary sessile, 5-lobed, the carpel-bodies 
distinct Styles united. Stigma scarcely lobed. Drupes 5, spreading, very slightly flat- 
tened, short.

Leaves alternate, 
relatively small; blades broad, usually thick, entire, cordate or subcordate at the base. 
Flowers polygamo-monoedous, solitary or few together in the leaf-axils. Sepals 4, short 
and broad, well-united, rather persistent. Petals 4, much longer than the calyx, rather 
broad, deciduous. Stamens 8, usually about as long as the petals; filaments short and 
relatively slender; anthers rather short, often oval, notched at the apex. Ovary promi- 
nently 4-lobed, the carpel-bodies distinct, sessile. Styles united, slender, elongate. Stigma 
terminal, capitate. Ovules solitary in each carpel. Drupes stout, relatively small, solitary 
or 2-4 together, slightly oblique, scarcely flattened.

Petals 4, 
much larger than the sepals, broad, deciduous. Stamens 8, as long as the x)etals or nearly 
so in the staminate flowers; filaments subulate or sometimes very stout; anthers' ovoid to 
oblong, not notched, sometimes apiculate at the apex. Ovary slightly 4-lobed, tlie caipel- 
bodies distinct or nearly so, sessile. Styles wanting or very short. Stigma elongate, 
introrse. Ovules solitary in each carpel. Drupes stout, solitary or 2-4 together, slightly 
oblique, much flattened.

oblong to obovate, about 3 mm. long; drupes red, much flattened, 12-15 mm. long, 
reticulate.

Flowers perfect, in small axil- 
lary panicles, short-pedicelled. Sepals 4, spreading, short and broad. Petals 4, erect, 
except the recurved tips, somewhat swollen at the base, much longer than the cal3rx, 
Stamens 4, borne at the base of the annular-lobed disk; filaments elongate, but rather 
thick; anthers short. Ovary 4-lobed, the carpel-bodies nearly distinct. Styles united, 
short and stout. Stigma capitate, slightly elongate. Fruit not seen.

Ovary 2-5-lobed, the lobes prominent, flattened ; styles united ; stigmas spread- 
ing ; ovules solitary in each cavity. Samaras elongate, solitary, or 2-5 together, distinct, the 
wings membranaceous, veiny, 1-seeded at the middle. Seed compressed.

ovate to triangular-ovate, 1-1.5 mm. long, acute, ciliolate ; petals ovate or oval, 2.5-4 mm. 
long, greenish or yellowish, villosenear the base within ; stamens villose at the base ; samaras 
oblong to oblong-elliptic, 3-5 cm. long, spirally twisted.

1. Elaphrium epinnattim Rose, sp. nov. 

A tree 5-8 meters high ; second-year branches dark-brown, glabrous ; first-year branches 

not seen ; leaves clustered at the ends of branches, simple, 2-4 cm. long, obtuse, broad 

at base, crenate, slightly pubescent on both surfaces; petioles 1-2 cm. long; inflorescence 

ttsnally longer than the leaves, drooping, apparently few-flowered, in fruiting specimens 

bearing only 1-3 drupes ; fruiting pedicels slender, 7-10 mm. long ; drupes globose, broad at 

apex, 6 mm. long, glabrous. 

Type collected at Cape San Lucas, Lower California, December 30, 1905, Nelson & Goldman 
7379 (U. S. Nat. Herb. no. S65456). 
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This species is perhaps nearest E. cerasi/oliumt though the leaves are not glandnlar beneath, 
but are hairy on both sides and more strongly toothed as well as more obtuse. 

2. Elaphrium subtrifoliatum Rose. 

Terebinthus subiri/oliata Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10: 122. 1906. 

A low shrub, glabrous throughout ; branches dark ; leaves simple or trifoliolate, cnneate 
at base, rounded at apex, crenate, glabrous on both sides, 25 mm. long or less ; flowers 1-3 
in the axils of the leaves ; pedicels short, 2-3 mm. long, reflexed in fruit ; drupes somewhat 
3-angled, glabrous, 3 mm. long. 

Type locality : West of Bolanos, Jalisco. 
Distribution : Hot valleys of Jalisco. 

3. Elaphrium jamalcense Rose. 

Bursera simpiici/olia DC. Prodr. 2 : 78. 1825. Not E. simpiicifolium Schlecht. 
Terebinthus sinipiicifolia Britton, Bull. Torrey Club 35 : 342. 1908. 

A tree, 12-14 meters high ; branches slender, short, bearing a cluster of leaves near 
their tips ; leaves 1-foliolate ; leaflets 4.5-6 cm. long, oblong to obovate, obtuse, entire, some- 
what coriaceous ; inflorescence an interrupted raceme nearly as long as the leaves ; flowers 
greenish-yellow, sweet-scented ; drupes 6-7 mm. long. 

Type locality : Jamaica. 

Distribution : Southern Jamaica, near the coast 

4. Elaphrium Jonesii Rose. 

Bursera Jonesii Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 3 : 314. 1895. 
Terebinthus Jonesii Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 119. 1906. 

A small shrub with slender, gra3rish branches ; leaves simple, oval to obovate, rounded 

or slightly indented at the apex, broadly cuneate at the base, entire, 3 cm. long or less ; 

flowers solitary on short, reflexed pedicels ; drupes oval, 5 mm. in diameter. 

Type locality : Near the city of Colima, Colima. 
Distribution : Central Mexico to Guatemala. 

5. Elaphrium Nashii (Britton) Rose. 

Terebinthus Nashii Britton, Bull. Torrey Club 35 : 342. 1908. 

A tree, about 3 meters Jiigh ; branches smooth, reddish, glabrous ; leaflets 1-3, some- 
what glaucous, linear-oblong, entire, 3-5 cm. long, obtuse or acute, narrowed at the base, 
pale-)g^reen, indistinctly veined, thickish; inflorescence short, few-flowered; calyx-lobes 
ovate, persistent; pedicels 2-5 mm. long; drupes 6-7 mm. long. 

Type locauty : Gonaives to I^a Hotte Roch6e, Haiti. 
Distribution: Haiti. 

6. Elaphrium Bimplidfolium Schlecht. I^innaea 16 : 532. 1842. 

Bursera SchUchiendalii Bngler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 41. 1883. 
Terebinthus SchUchtendalii Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 122. 1906. 

Branches long, brown or grayish, glabrous; leaves simple, 3-4.5 cm. long, ovate, 

acute ; flowering branches short ; drupes subglobose, slightly 3-angled. 

Type locality : Mexico ; probably in Vera Cruz. 
Distribution : Hot part of Vera Cruz to Chiapas. 

7. Elaphrium cerasifolium (Brand.) Rose. 

Bursera cerasifolia Brand. Proc. Calif. Acad. II. 3: 121. 1891. 
Terebinthus cerasifolia Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 119. 1906. 

A shrub or small tree 4-8 meters high, the young branches brown, glabrous ; leaves 

simple, usually crowded at the end of slender branches, ovate-lanceolate, thin, acute, 4-^ 

cm. long, the margins slightly crenate ; peduncle slender, longer than the leaves, 1-3- 

flowered, recurved or hanging when in fruit ; drupes obovoid, 6 mm. long, glabroos. 

Type locality : San Jos6 del Cabo, Lower California. 
Distribution : Southern part of I/>wer California. 
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8. Elaphrlum glaucum (Oriseb.) Rose. 

Sursera glauca Griseb. Cat. PI. Cub. 66. 1866. 

Terebinihus glauca Britton, Bull. Torrey Club 35 : 342. 1908. 

A tree 10 meters high, with a trunk 3 dm. in diameter, with peeling bark ; branches 
reddish, slender ; leaflets 1-3, glaucous, oblong to oblong-lanceolate, 2.5-5 cm. long, rounded 
at base, acute, entire, thickish ; inflorescence short, few-flowered ; caljrx-lobes triangular, 
acute ; petals lanceolate, 4 times as long as the calyx ; drupes smooth, 6-7 mm. long. 

Typb localxtt : Eastern Cuba. 
Distribution: Cuba. 

9. Blaphrium Schaffneri (S. Wats.) Rose. 

Bursera Schaffneri S. Wats. Proc. Am. Acad. 22 : 469. 1887. 
Terebinihus SchaffneH Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 122. 1906. 

Probably a tree, with stout rigid branches; leaves pinnate, glabrous and somewhat 

glaucous ; rachis of the leaf not winged ; leaflets 3-7, obovate, obtuse, cuneateat base, entire, 

6-10 mm. long ; drupes triangular, obovate, acutish, 6-8 mm. long, solitary or clustered at 

the ends of the branches, on reflexed peduncles 2-4 mm. long. 

Type locality : In the Morales mountains, San I«uis Potosi. 
DiSTRiBUTiolf : San I^uis Potosi. 

10. Blaphrium oboyatam (Turcz.) Rose. 

Bursera obovata Turcz. Bull. Soc. Nat Mosc. 36* : 614. 1863. 

Probably a shrub, glabrous ; leaflets 5, shortly petiolulate, shining, obtuse or retuse, the 

lower ones smaller ; inflorescence compact ; drupes 3-celled, but one or two cells abortive. 

Type LOCALrrv : Orizaba, Vera Cruz. 
Distribution : Eastern central Mexico. 

11. Blaphrium angustatum (Griseb.) Rose. 

Bursera an£^usiaia Oriseb. Cat. PI. Cub. 65. 1866. 

Terebinihus angusiaia Britton, Bull. Torrey Club 35 : 342. 1906. 

A small tree, 4 meters high, with reddish bark ; branches reddish, glabrous ; leaflets 5-11, 

lanceolate, narrowed at base, acute, 3-5 cm. long, glabrous, entire, with more prominent 

nerves beneath ; inflorescence 1 dm. long ; pedicels 2-3 mm, long ; drupes 6 mm. long. 

Tyfb locality : Eastern Cuba. 
Distribution: Cuba. 

12. ELaphriom inaguense (Britton) Rose. 

Bursera inaguensis Britton, Bull. N. Y. Bot. Oard. 3 : 443. 1905. 
Terebinihus inaguensis Britton, Bull. Torrey Club 35 : 342. 1908. 

A shrub or small tree, 3 meters or more high ; branches smooth, gray, glabrous ; leaflets 
3-7, oblong to oblanceolate, entire, 6 cm. long, acute or obtuse, narrow at base, light-green, 
indistinctly veined, thin, somewhat shining above ; inflorescence often as long as the leaves ; 
pednndes slender, 1-6 cm. long ; pedicels 2-3 mm. long ; calyx-lobes acute ; petals oblong- 
lanceolate, acute ; drupes 6-^ mm. long. 

Tyfb locality : Moujean Harbor, I/ittle Inagua, Bahama Islands. 
Distribution : Bahama Islands and perhaps Cuba. 

13. Elaphrium cinereum (Bngler) Rose. 

Bursera cinerea Bngler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 43. 1883. 
Terebinihus cinerea Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 119. 1906. 

Branches when young densely whitish-tomentose, in age reddish, glabrous; leaves 
pinnate ; leaflets 3-5, membranaceous, densely pubescent beneath, oblong-ovate, long-acu- 
minate, 4-5 cm. long ; calyx-lobes ovate, acute, glabrous ; petals oblong-ovate, 3 mm. long, 
three times as long as the calyx-lobes. 

Typb locality : Valley of Cordoba, Vera Cruz. 
Distribution : Vera Cruz a^d Morelos. 
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14. Elapbrlum ocddentfile Rose, sp. nov. 

A large tree ; young branches grayish, softly pubescent ; leaves pinnate ; leaflets 5-7, 
broadly ovate to shortly oblong, abruptly or shortly acuminate, 6-8 cm. long, softly pubes- 
cent on both surfaces, sometimes quite sessile ; inflorescence a narrow elongate panicle, in 
fruit sometimes reduced to a simple raceme, softly pubescent ; calyx-lobes pubescent ; ovary 
and fruit pubescent ; drupes globose, 6 mm. in diameter ; stone flattened dorsally, faintly 
3-angled. 

Type collected between Rosario and Concepcion, Sinaloa, July 27, 1897,/. N. Rose 3259d{Ji. S.

15. Elaphrium grandlfolium Schlecht. Unnaea 17 : 249. 1843. 

Bursera grandi/olia Bngler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 45. 1883. 
Terebinihus grandifolia Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 119. 1906. 

Young branches pubescent; leaves large for the genus; leaflets 5, ovate to obovate, 

shortly acuminate, 5-7 cm. long, entire, glabrous above, pubescent beneath; drupes 12 mm- 

long, obovoid, somewhat 3-angled, a little pilose. 

Type locality : Mexico. 
Distribution : Probably eastern Mexico. 

16. Elaphrium Simaruba (I^.) Rose. 

Pistacia Simaruba L. Sp. PI. 1026. 1753. 

Terebinthus Brownii Jacq. Enum. PI. Carib. 18. 1760. 

Bursera gummif era L. Sp. PI. ed. 2. 471. 1762.

Terebinihus Simaruba W. F. Wight ; Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 122. 1906. 

A large tree 20 meters or less high, with a trunk sometimes 1 meter in diameter, the 
branches even when quite young generally glabrous, but sometimes pubescent ; leaves pin- 
nate, 1-2 dm. long ; leaflets 3-7, oval to elliptic, acute or even acuminate, in age thickish ; 
racemes pubescent or glabrous ; drupes 3-angled, oblong, glabrous. 

Type locality : Jamaica. 

Distribution : Southern Florida, West Indies, and probably eastern and central Mexico.

17. ELaphrium Hollickli (Britton) Rose. 

Terebinihus Hollickii Britton, Bull. Torrey Club 35 : 341. 1908. 

A small tree, 6 meters high, the trunk 2.5 dm. in diameter with a dose reddish bark 

not peeling ofl in thin layers ; young branches pubescent ; leaflets 3-7, thickish, glabrous, 

entire, ovate, abruptly rounded at base, shortly acuminate; inflorescence a simple or 

slightly compound raceme, 4-7 cm. long ; fruiting pedicels 4-5 mm. long. 

Type locality : Port Henderson, Jamaica. 
Distribution: Jamaica.. 

18. Elaphrium oyalifolium Schlecht. I^innaea 17 : 248. 1843. 

Bursera ovalifolia Bngler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 40. 1883. 
Terebinihus ovalifolia Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat Herb. 10 : 121. 1906. 

Branches glabrous ; leaves pinnate ; leaflets 5-5, oblong to lanceolate, acuminate, entire, 

the lateral nerves prominent below, 4-5 cm. long, 2-3 cm. broad ; flowers and fruit unknown. 

Type locality : Mexico. 

Distribution : Known only from the type specimen. 

19. Elaphrium longlpes Rose. 

Terebinihus Umgipes Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 120. 1906. 

A small tree, 3-4 meters high, with a smooth trunk and with a broad flat top, glabrous 
throughout; leaves pinnate, 10-25 cm. long; common petiole terete, not at all winged 
between the leaflets; leaflets 3-6 pairs, on slender petiolules (the longer 10 mm. long), 
long-acuminate, the terminal ones cuneate at base, the others usually rounded, sometimes 
narrowed, always more or less oblique at base, green above,« paler and somewhat reticulate 
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beneath, quite glabrotis on both sides even when quite young ; inflorescence paniculate, 

10 cm. long ; flowering pedicels 4-5 mm. long, in fruit 5-8 mm. long ; cal3rx-lobes ovate, 

obtuse ; petals white, oblong, 3 mm. long; drupes oblong, 12 mm. long, borne in a dense 

duster.

20. Elaphrltun attenuatom Rose. 

Terebinthus atienuata Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 12 : 278. 1909. 

A tree ; branches even when quite young perfectly glabrous ; leaves large, pinnate ; 

leaflets 5-7, lanceolate, long-attenuate, rounded at base, 8-12 cm. long, rather thin (at 

least on flowering specimens), perfectly glabrous on both surfaces except for some tufts of 

hairs in the lower axils of the veins on the under surface ; racemes slender, clustered at 

the ends of the second-year branches, 10-15 cm. long, glabrous ; immature drupes glabrous. 

Type localfty : Colomas, Sinaloa. 
Distribution : Foothills of Sinaloa. 

21. Elaphrium acuminatttm Rose. 

Terebinthus acuminata Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 12 : 278. 1909. 

A small shrub, 3-4 meters high, the trunk and older branches shedding the bark and 

becoming reddish-brown ; leaves large, pinnate ; rachis of leaf terete, pubescent ; leaflets 

5-7, broadly lanceolate, acuminate, 6-10 cm. long, glabrous or nearly so above, somewhat 

pubescent beneath especially on the veins ; drupes in rather dense racemes, short-oblong, 

glabrous. 

Typb locality : Near Chapala, Jalisco. 
Distribution : Dry hills of Jalisco and Michoacan. 

22. Elaphrium subpubescens Rose. 

BurseragummiferapudescensUngleTy in DC. Monog. Phan. 4: 40. 1883. Not Elaphrium pubes- 
cens Schlecht. 1842. 

Probably a large tree; leaves pinnate; leaflets 5, lanceolate, acuminate, glabrous 

above, pubescent on the veins beneath, 5-6 cm. long ; flowers not seen ; drupes globose or 

somewhat 3-angled, glabrous. 

Type locality : Orizaba, Vera Cruz. 

Distribution : Vera Cruz, in the neighborhood of Orizaba. 

23. Elaphrium heterophyliom (Engler) Rose. 

Bursera keteraphylla Engler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 46. 1883. 
Terebinthus heterophylla Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 119. 1906. 

Young branches reddish-pubescent, in age glabrous ; leaflets 5-5, subcoriaceous, beneath 

densely tomentose, above reddish-pilose, elliptic, entire ; flowers subsessile ; calyx-lobes 

linear, obtuse, 3 mm. long; petals oblong; fruit not known. 

TvpE locality : Haquiltenangfo, Vera Cruz (?). 
Distribution : Known only from the type locality. 

24. Elaphrium arboreum Rose. 

Terebinthus arbarea Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 118. 1906. 

A tall tree ; old trunks red and smooth ; young branches pubescent ; leaflets 2-4 pairs, 

4-9 cm. long, ovate, rounded or cuneate or rarely cordate at base, more or less abruptly 

acuminate, the tip obtuse, somewhat pubescent on both sides ; inflorescence paniculate ; 

fruit glabrous ; calyx-lobes ovate, acute, ciliate ; drupes in very compcu:t clusters. 

Typb locality : Between Acaponeta and Concepcion, Tepic. 

Distribution : Common along the coastal plain of southern Sinaloa and Tepic. • 

25. Elaphrium Kerberi (Engler) Rose. 

Bursera Kerberi Bugler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 41. 1883. 
Terebinthus Kerberi Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 119. 1906. 

A shrub ; branches glabrous ; leaves clustered at the top of stunted branches ; leaflets 
always 3, glabrous, lanceolate, long-acuminate, 4-8 cm. long, sharply serrate ; inflorescence 
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few-flowered ; peduncle short or wanting ; fruiting pedicels 4-10 nun. long ; drupes 6-7 mm. 
long. 

Type locality : Colima. 

Distribution : Hot valleys and barrancas of Jalisco and Colima. 

26. Elaphrium lancifolium Schlecht. I^innaea 17 : 247. 1843. 

Bursera lancijolia Bngler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4: 42. 1883. 

Terebinthus lancifolia W. F. Wight ; Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 120. 1906. 

Young branches glabrous ; leaves glabrous, long-petiolate, pinnate ; rachis not winged ; 

leaflets 3-7, sessile, lanceolate, acuminate, cuneate at base, crenate, 2.5-7.5 cm. long; 

racemes short, simple, few-flowered ; drupes 7-8 mm. long, glabrous. 

Type locality : Mexico. 
Distribution : Probably Vera Cruz. 

27. Elaphrium trijugum (Ramirez) Rose. 

Bursera irijuga Ramirez, Anal. Inst. Med. Nac. 2 : 16. 1896. 
Terebinthus irijuga Rose, Contr. U. S. Nac. 2 : Herb. 12 : 279. 1909. 

A shrub or tree ; leaves clustered at the ends of short branches, pinnate ; rachis not 

winged ; leaflets 7, oblong to lanceolate, serrate, 4-5 cm. long, 8-10 mm. broad; flowers one 

or few ; drupes oblong, 8 mm. long. 

Type locality ; District of Ayala, Morelos. 
Distribution : State of Morelos. 
Illustration : Anal. Inst. Med. Nac. 2 : pi, 2, 

28. Elaphrium multijug^um (Bngler) Rose. 

Bursera mulHjuga Engler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 42. 1883. 
Terebinthus mulHjuga Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat Herb. 10 : 121. 1906. 

Leaves clustered at the tops of the branches, glabrous ; leaflets 11-35, 2-4 cm. long, elon- 
gate-lanceolate, somewhat serrate ; panicle 5-6 times shorter than the leaves ; cal3rz-lobes 1.5 
mm. long ; petals 5 mm. long. 

Type locality ; Colima. 

Distribution : Known only from the type material. 

29. Elaphrium Karwinskii (Bngler) Rose. 

Bursera Karwinskii Engler. in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 43. 1883. 
Terebinthus Karwinskii Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 119. 1906. 

Leaves clustered at the tops of the branches, glabrous ; leaflets 25-31, 1-1.5 cm. long, 

membranaceous, ovate to elliptic, crenate-serrate ; flowers and fruit not known. 

Type locality : Toliman, Queretaro. 
Distribution : Known only from the type locality. 

30. Elaphrium diversifolium Rose. 

Bursera diversifolia Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 5 : 113. 1897. 
Terebinthus diversifolia Rose,. Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 279. 1909. 

A tree 3.6-7.5 m. high ; older branches glabrous, shining, reddish ; younger branches, 
rachis of leaves, and inflorescence pubescent ; leaflets 4-6 pairs, the lower ones often again 
pinnate with 3-7 leaflets ; leaflets 25 mm. long or less, ovate or oblong, serrate, obtuse, 
rarely acute, rounded at base, or the terminal one sometimes cuneate, pubescent and some- 
what shining above, paler, softly pubescent, and reticulate beneath; rachis narrowly 
winged between the leaflets ; inflorescence contracted ; drupes glabrous, 10 mm. long. 

Type locality : Along road from Ocuilapa to Tuxtla, Chiapas. 
Distribution: Chiapas. 

31. Elaphrium collinum (Brand.) Rose. 

Bursera collina Brand. Zoe 5 : 204. 1905. 

Habit unknown ; branches glabrous ; leaves bipinnate, 7-15 cm. long ; rachis of leaves 

narrowly winged, pubescent; leaflets 5-7, ovate, acuminate, cuneate at base, 1-2.5 cm. 

long, 4-7 mm. wide, crenately serrate, slightly pubescent ; peduncles 2-6 cm. long ; dmpes 

glabrous, 10 mm. long. 

Type locality : Cofradia, Sinaloa. 
Distribution : Known only from the type locality. 
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32. Elaphrlum bipinnatum (DC.) Schlecht. Unnaea 17 : 631. 1843. 

Amyris bipinnala DC. Prodr. 2 : 82. 1825. 

Bursera btpinnata Bnsrler, in DC. Monogr. Phan. 4 : 49. 1883. 

Terebinihtis bifnnnata W. F. Wight ; Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 119. 1906. 

A shmb ; leaves bipinnate ; rachis winged ; leaflets small, ovate, shining and glabrous 

above, doller and nearly or qnite glabrous beneath ; inflorescence shorter than the leaves, 

few-flowered; calyx-lobes linear, as long as or longer than the x>etals; drupes globose, 

glabrous. 

Type locality : Mexico. 

Distribution : Tropical valleys. Sinaloa to Guerrero and Morelos.

33. Elaphrlum graclle (Engler) Rose. 

Bursera gracilis Bngler, in DC. Monog. Phan. 4 : 50. 1883. 
Teredinthus gracilis Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10: 119. 1906. 

Young branches somewhat pubescent ; leaves clustered at the ends of stunted branches, 
or, on vigorous shoots, alternate ; leaves narrow in outline, pinnate or the lower lobes 
again pinnate ; leaflets small, shining and somewhat hairy above, hairy and somewhat reticu- 
late beneath ; inflorescence rather compact, shorter than the leaves, hairy ; calyx-lobes 
ovate, shorter than the petals ; drupes glabrous, smooth. 

Typb locality : Xochicnlco. Oaxaca. 

Distribution : Common in barrancas and on dry hills of Oaxaca. 

34. Elaphrlum aridum Rose. 

Terebinlhus aHda Rose, Contr. U. S. Nat. Herb. 10 : 118. 1906. 

A low shrub ; branches dark-gray, those of the first year densely pubescent, the older 

ones glabrous ; leaves clustered near the ends of short spurs or scattered along the new 

branches ; leaflets mostly 2-4 pairs, rarely reduced to 3 or sometimes even to one, oblong 

to spatulate, 4-6 cm. long, obtuse, glabrous on both sides ; petiole and the narrowly winged 

rachis slightly hairy; flowers subsessile; calyx-lobes half as long as the petals, both hairy;

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Family 15. MELIACEAE

Mostly tropical trees or shrubs, often with a hard, colored, odorous wood, 
rarely shrubby herbs. Leaves alternate, r^ely opposite, pinnately or digi- 
tately compound, or sometimes unifoliolate or simple, without stipules. 
Leaflets or leaf-blades entire or cut, rarely serrate, usually without pellucid 
dots or lines. Inflorescence axillar}'* or terminal, paniculate, racemose, spicate, 
corymbose, or sometimes umbel-like. Flowers regular, perfect, rarely poly- 
gamo-dioedous. Calyx with 4 or 5 lobes or sepals, rarely more or fewer. Petals 
4 or 5, rarely 3 or 7, imbricate or valvate,' free, or occasionally adnate to the 
lower part of the staminal tube, sometimes keeled below the middle on the 
inner face, the keel adherent to the disk through the grooves. Androecium 
of 8-10 stamens, or rarely fewer or more; filaments united into an entire or 
lobed tube, rarely free; anthers either sessile or stipitate, inserted within the 
mouth of the tube, or above on the edge of the disk, 2-celled, dehiscing longi- 
tudinally. Disk annular or columnar, free or adnate to the staminal tube 
or ovary. Gynoecium usually of 2-5 united carpels; ovary 2-5-celled, rarely 
with 1, 7 or 10 cells; style elongate; stigma disc-like or capitate, simple or 
grooved. Ovules 2 or more in each cell, collateral or superposed, rarely 
solitary. Fruit a capsule, septicidally or loculicidally dehiscing, or a drupe 
or berry. Seeds solitary or many in each cavity, sometimes samaroid'and 
imbricate downward in 2 rows in each cavity. Endosperm fleshy or wanting. 
Embryo straight or transverse. Cotyledons fleshy or foliaceous. Radicle 
superior or lateral. 

Filaments more or less united into a tube; petals not keeled on the midrib of the 
inner face nor adherent to the disk. 
Ovules 1 or 2 in each cavity of the ovary, not biseriate. 

Leaves twice or thrice pinnately compound; f mi t a drupe. 1. Mblia. 

Leaves onoe pinnate, digitately several-foliolate. or unifoliolate; fruit a 2-5- 
celled, 2-5-valved capsule. 
Disk tube-like or subcampanulate. 2. Cabralsa. 

Disk stipe-like or annular. 

Anthers included or barely exserted ; radicle lateral. 3. Guarba. 

Anthers exserted ; radicle superior. 4. Trichilia. 

Ovules several in each cavity of the ovary, biseriate. 

Capsule loculicidally dehiscent from the base; seeds large, angled. 5. Carapa. 

Capsule septicidally dehiscent from the base; seeds samaroid. 6. Swibtsnia. 

Filaments free; petals keeled to the middle or below on the midrib of the inner 

face, the keel adherent to the disk through the groove. 7. Cbdrbla.

A shrub 3 or 4 m. tall, or small tree, rarely attaining a height of 20 m. ; leaves equally 
pinnate, 4-17 cm. long; leaflets 2-6, oblong to broadly elliptic or somewhat ovate, occasionally 
oblong-obovate, 7-22 cm. long, 3-8 cm. broad, punctate with numerous, small, rather obscure, 
pellucid dots, acuminate to long-acuminate at the apex, somewhat rounded or acutish at 
the base, glabrous above, more or less loosely hirsutulous beneath on the midrib and lateral 
veins, reticulate-veined on both surfaces; panicles 3-9 cm. long, the branches hispidulous; 
calyx loosely hispidulous on the outside, the lobes broadly half triangular-orbicular, abruptly 
short-pointed, the stipe-like base exceeding the short pedicels; petals oblong, 6-8.5 mm. long, 
2—4 mm. broad, white or reddish, adhering to the base of the staminal tube, the edges very 
miimtely denticulate; staminal tube cylindric, 6-7 mm. high, glabrous, minutely papillose on 
the outside; anthers oblong, included; ovary 4-celled, glabrous, short-ovoid; style long, 
columnar; stigma dbc-shaped; disk elevated; capsule 2-4-celled, more or less flattened and 
somewhat angled, the edges rounded, or occasionally 1 -celled and subglobose, 1.7-2 cm. broad;

1-2 dm. long, 4-9 cm. broad, punctate with minute, pellucid dots, rounded or acute at the 
base, abruptly acuminate at the apex, glabrous above, papillose, puberulent on the midrib 
and lateral veins beneath when young, glabrate in age, reticulate-veined, the veins slender; 
panicles raceme-like, 2-4 dm. long, the branches puberulent with brownish hairs; calyx ap- 
pressed-puberulent, cup-shaped when young, more or less deeply 2-4-lobed in age, the lobes 
triangular, ovate, or half oval, often acute, more or less unequal, the stipe-like base usually 
shorter or occasionally about equal in length to the pedicel, the pedicels slightly enlarged and 
with a ring of prominent hairs at the top; petals oblong, 9-11 mm. long, 2.5-4 mm. broad, 
densely strigillose-pubescent on the back; staminal tube cylindric, 8-10 mm. high, sparingly 
puberulent, entire or shallowly lobed; anthers oblong; disk prominent, columnar, enlarged 
at the top, glabrous or nearly so; ovary 4-celled, oblong-ellipsoid or somewhat oblong-ovoid, 
densely and shortly appressed-hirsute; style columnar, strigillose-pubescent; stigma peltate, 
exserted; gynophore glabrous; capsule globose-pyriform, velutinous, 2.5-2.8 cm. long, 1.8-2.5 
cm. broad; seeds solitary in each cell, 1.2-1.5 cm. long, 0.8-1 cm. broad.

A tree with the young twigs, petiole.s, and rachis hirsute; leaves 3.3-4.5 dm. long, long- 
petioled, the petioles conspicuously channeled at the base; leaflets 6-12, opposite or sub- 
opposite, elliptic-oblong, 14-18 cm. long, 5-6 mm. broad, punctate with minute, pellucid dots, 
acute at the base, short-acuminate at the apex, glabrous above, sparingly papillose, hirsutulous 
on the veins beneath, reticulate- veined; panicles raceme-like, 4 dm. long, the branches hirsute; 
flowers sessile or subsessile; calyx appressed-puberulent, the lobes deltoid or suborbicular, 
acute; petals oblong, 12-13.5 mm. long, 4 mm. broad, densely puberulent on the back, obtuse 
or somewhat acutish at the apex; staminal tube 8-9 mm. high, glabrous, entire or nearly so; 
ovary 5-celled, conic, densely and shortly appressed-hirsute; style columnar, appressed- 
hirsute; stigma peltate; gynophore glabrous.

A tree, the young twigs velutinous-hirtellous, glabrate in age; leaves 20-23 cm. long, the 
petioles 10-12 cm. long, minutely velutinous-puberulent with mostly appressed hairs, con- 
spicuously channeled above at the base, the rachis minutely velutinous-puberulous with mostly 
appressed hairs; leaflets 4-8, elliptic to elliptic-ovate, opposite, 12-17 cm. long, 5.5-7 cm. 
broad, acutish or somewhat rounded at the base, acuminate at the apex, glabrous above, 
papillose, slightly puberulent on the veins beneath, minutely pellucid-dotted and with scatteined 
pellucid lines, short-petioluled; panicle equaling or longer than the leaves, the branches 
velutinous-puberulous; flowers sessile or short-pedicelled; calyx 4- or 5-lobed, 5-6 mm.

on both surfaces; inflorescence axillary, racemose, few-flowered, the branches pilose; calyx 
4-lobed, pilose on the outside; petals 4, sericeous-pilose; anthers 8; fruit unknown.

base, obtusely acuminate or somewhat rounded at the apex, papillose above, glabrous on 
both surfaces, rather obscurely punctate with curved pellucid lines and pellucid dots, the 
midvein strongly impressed above, prominent beneath^ rather finely reticulate- veined; flowers 
not described; capsules said to be borne in small clusters on the trunk, narrowly pyriform, 
3-4.5 cm. long, 1.5-1.7 cm. broad, conspicuously wrinkled, finely puberulent and appressed- 
hirsute in the grooves towards the apex and on the style which sometimes persists. (Plant 
imperfectly known to me; the leaves resemble those of G. Chichon C. DC.)

Anthers 10, inserted below 
the sinuses of the staminal tube, included. Disk saucer-shaped or shallowly cup-shaped, fluted 
on the outside, the margin crenate. Ovary 5-celled (occasionally 4-celled), sessile in the disk; 
style columnar; stigma discoid. Ovules numerous in each cavity, pendulous. Fruit a large 
5-celled (occasionally 4-celled), 5-valved (occasionally 4-valved) woody capsule usually sep- 
ticidally dehiscent from the base,, the valves in two layers, separating from a persistent 
5-winged (rarely 4-winged) axis which is thickened toward the apex and conspicuously scarred 
at the point of attachment of the seeds in two rows along the edges of each face. Seeds 10-14 
in each cavity, samaroid, imbricated downward in 2 rows in each cavity, expanded into a long 
chartaceous wing above; .endosperm thin, fleshy; embryo transverse, with large closely united 
cotyledons; radicle short.

flowers short-pedicelled; calyx irregularly lobed, puberulent, the lobes ovate, or somewhat 
triangular-ovate; petals oblong, 5.5-6 mm. long, 2-2.5 mm. broad, appressed-puberolent with- 
out, loosely villous within; filaments glabrous; anthers oblong or somewhat oblong-ovoid, apic- 
ulate; ovary subglobose. glabrous; style columnar; capsule (immature?) oblong-elUpsoid, 
about 2.5 cm. long; seeds elliptic, 1 .5-1 .6 mm. long, the wing shorter than the body.

veins, pale and loosely hirsutulous beneath; inflorescence 1.5-2.7 dm. high, flexuous on the 
lower portion, the branches angled, puberulent; flowers short-pedicelled, the pedicels jointed 
at or near the middle; calyx puberulent, the lobes acute; petals oblong to oblong-ovate, or 
oblong-obovate, 5.5-7.5 mm. long, 1.5-3 mm. broad, obtuse or acutish at the apex, velvety- 
puberulent with brown, loosely appressed silky hairs; filaments glabrous; anthers elliptic or 
oblong-oval, cordate at the base; ovary glabrous; style rather stout, shallowly fluted; stigma 
orbicular, thick; capsule oblong-obovate; seeds 2.5 cm. long.

Trees or shrubs, usually scandent or subscandent, the branchlets terete or 
angulate. Leaves opposite or alternate, simple, entire, penninerved. Stipules 
usually present, large, interpetiolar, sometimes connate. Flowers perfect, 
small, irregular, bibracteolate, racemose or paniculate. Sepals 5, free or 
connate at base, subequal, imbricate in bud, deciduous. Petals 3 or 5, white 
or pink, free, subperigynous, alternate with the sepals, unequal and somewhat 
papilionaceous, contorted in bud.

Leaves alternate or 
opposite, sometimes whorled, occasionally much reduced or scale-like, with or 
without stipules: blades simple, entire or rarely toothed. Flowers solitary or 
several to many, axillary or borne in terminal or axillary inflorescences, perfect 
or by abortion unisexual, regular or zygomorphic. Perianth in two series. 
Calyx of five distinct or united sepals, sometimes spurred, the two inner sepals 
often larger and petaloid called "wings," or of four sepals or rarely of three. 
Corolla usually present, of five or fewer equal or nearly equal petals, or often 
with the lower one concave or keel-like connected with the other petals and 
with the androecium, sometimes crested on the back. Androedum of eight 
or ten stamens, or sometimes fewer; filaments distinct or united and more or 
less adnate to the corolla; anthers erect, opening by apical pores or chinks, or 
sometimes by longitudinal' valves or slits. Receptacle small, but sometimes 
produced between the stamens and petals as an annular or lobed disk. Gynoe- 
dum of two to five tmited carpds, sometimes apparently one-carpellary, often 
stalked. Ovary mostly two-cdled, sometimes 3-celled, flattened: styles united, 
with the stigma at the apex or on the side. Ovules solitary, paired or several 
in each cavity, anatropous and pendulous. Fruit a compressed or terete cap- 
sule, usually dehiscent, but sometimes indehiscent and even drupaceous. 
Seeds pendulous, usually carunculate, the bodies often variously pubescent.

Leaves opposite or verticillate, the blades 
simple, entire, penninerved; stipules small, sometimes reduced to glands 
or absent. Flowers perfect, irregular, large or small, bibracteolate, the 
inflorescence racemose, paniculate, or thyrsiform. Sepals 5, connate at base, 
rarely adnate to the ovary, imbricate in bud, subequal or strongly iinequal, 
deciduous, one of them often spurred or saccate. Petals yellow, white, 
bluish, or purplish, free, perigynous or epigynous, rarely 5, subequal, and 
alternate with the sepals, usually fewer than the sepals (0-3), contorted or 
imbricate in bud. Stamens inserted with the petals, typically 10 but only 
one fertile; filaments cylindric or fiUform; anthers linear to oval, 4-celled, 
dehiscent by 2 longitudinal introrse sUts. Ovary free, or rarely inferior, 
1-3-celled; style simple, terminal, cylindric, thickened above; stigma de- 
pressed-capitate, more or less trilobate; ovules 2 or more in each cell (rarely 
solitary), analropous, attached to a central placenta. Fruit capsular, or 
rarely samaroid, oblong, terete or 3-angulate, locuUcidally 3-valvate, the 
valves separating from the central axis and usually separating into endocarp 
and epicarp. Seeds usually winged, the testa membranaceous or coriaceous, 
often pilose or lanate; endosperm none. Embryo straight, the cotyledons thin, 
convolute; radicle short, superior.

Leaves alternate, op- 
posite, or whorled, simple, entire, short-petioled, without stipules or with 
small corneous often peziziform stipular glands. Flowers perfect, zygomor- 
phic, racemed, spicate, or rarely panided or solitary, each subtended by a 
bract and two bractiets. Sepals 5, free or the two lower united, one posterior, 
two anterior, two lateral and interior, the latter (wings) usually much larger 
and petaloid. Petals 3, or rarely 5, hypogynous, the anterior one (keel) 
boat-shaped, often with a terminal beak or fimbriate crest, the two upper 
usually ligulate or ovate, often galeate, usually united to the staminal sheath 
at base and often also to the keel, the two lateral rarely present, short, free, 
exterior. Stamens usually 8, rarely 3-7, the filaments united for most of 
their length into a sheath split on the upper side and usually united at base 
to the keel or upper petals or both, or rarely free; anthers usually confluentiy 
1 -celled, opening by a subterminal pore. Intrastaminal disk present or reduced 
to a gland at base of ovary or wanting. Gynoedum of 1 or 2, rarely 3-5, united 
carpels; style solitary; stigma 2-lobed, often tufted. Ovules solitary, rarely

Secwridula Griseb. Fl. Br. W. Ind. 769 (index). 1864. 

Shrubs or trees, usually scandent. Leaves alternate, entire, usually oval or ovate, short- 
petioled, usually with corneous peziziform stipular glands. Flowers medium-sized or large, in 
terminal and axillary often panicled racemes. Sepals 5, free, deciduous, the three outer 
herbaceous, the two inner (wings) much larger, petaloid.

racemes loose, the axis 2-7 cm. long; pedicds strigillose, 8-13 mm. long; bracts ovate, deddu- 
ous, 1 mm. long; flowers rosy, inodorous; sepals suborbicular, ciliolate and strigillose, 2.8-4 
mm. long; wings orbicular, 8-9.5 mm. long, 8-8.8 mm. wide, emarginate, ciliolate except on 
daw, cordate above the very short claw, many-nerved; ked 8-9 mm. long; ovary densdy 
strigillose; samara olivaceous, strigillose, 3.8-5.2 cm. long; fruiting cell very pltmip, 1-1.2 
cm. long, narrowly winged above, with 1-2 strong sometimes tuberculate nerves on each side; 
proper wing oblong or obovate-oblong, obliquely rounded, subentire or erose-repand on lower 
margin, at base as broad as or slightly broader than the fruiting cell, 2.8-4 cm. long, 9-1 1 mm.

High-dimbing shrub; branchlets appressed- or ascending-pubescent, glabrate; leaves 
ovate or oval-ovate, 2.7-5.2 cm. long, 1.2-3.4 cm. wide, short-pointed or acute but the apex 
obtuse, at base broadly rounded, reticulate both sides with 4-6 pairs of lateral veins, above 
dark-green, somewhat lucid,. evenly pubescent or pilose with ascending or spreading hairs, 
beneath paler, more densely pubescent, the hairs along the costa always spreading; petioles 
1.2-2.5 mm. long; peduncles 5-9 mm. long; racemes rather loose, sometimes branched at base, 
0.8-7 cm. long; bracts lanceolate, deciduous, 1 mm. long; pedicels densely incurved-pubescent, 
5-6 mm. long; flowers rosy; sepals oval to suborbicular, ciliate and pubescent on midline, 
2-3.2 mm. long; wings suborbicular-oval, emarginate, 8-8.2 mm. long, 6.2-7.8 mm. wide,

leaves oval, oblong-ovate, or ovate, 3.7-7.5 cm. long, 2.2-4 cm. wide, obtuse to rounded, some- 
times emarginate, at base broadly rounded, chartaceous, above deep-green, somewhat lucid, 
rather sparsely short-pilose with duU spreading hairs on surface, densely so on margin, reticu- 
late with 8-10 pairs of veins, beneath dull-green but scdrcdy paler, softly and rather densely 
spreading-pilose; petioles spreading-pilose, 2.5-4 mm. long; peduncles 3-8 mm. long; racemes 
rather dense, the axis 2.2-4 cm. long; bracts lance-subulate, pilose, deciduous, 1.8 mm. long; 
pedicels densely short-pilose, 5-8 mm. long; flowers pink; sepals oval or suborbicular, densely 
sordid-pilose except near the ciliate margin, 2.5-3.5 mm. long; wings suborbicular, emarginate, 
8-8.2 mm. long, 5.8-6 mm. wide, ciliate toward base of lamina, sparsely ciliolate above, pubes- 
cent on claw and down midline; keel long-ciliate on saccate portion about to middle, with 
small crest, 10.5 mm. long; samara greenish, densely short-pilose with dull spreading hairs, 
5.2-7 cm. long; fruiting cell very plump, elevated-reticulate, 7.5-11 mm. long, very narrowly 
margined on upper side, the margin obscurely decurrent into the proper wing; wing obovate, 
at base slightly narrower than the fruiting cell, 3.7-6 cm. long, 5-5.5 mm. wide near base, 
17-22 mm. wide near middle. 

Typb locality: Forests along the Amazon River. 
Distkibution: Panama and Trinidad to South America.

Leaves alternate, entire, estipulate or with stipular 
glands. Flowers in terminal and axillary racemes, these sometimes panicled. Sepals 5, decidu- 
ous, the three outer herbaceous, free or the two lower united, the two inner (wings) much 
larger, petaloid. Petals 3, the lower (keel) boat-shaped, not clawed, tmappendaged, essenti- 
ally free; the two upper usually oblong or ligulate, tmited below to the staminal sheath. 
Stamens 8 or 6, the filaments united nearly to apex into a sheath split on the upper side; 
anthers confluently 1 -celled, opening by a large intorse-apioal pore. Ovary 1 -celled or rarely 
(in extralimital species) 2-celled; style sickle-shaped; stigma-lobes 2, dissimilar; ovules soli- 
tary, pendulous. Disk usually reduced to a gland at base of ovary. Fruit samaroid, narrowly 
and nearly equally winged, or drupaceous, with thin fleshy coat, the surface rugose, marginate. 
Seed glabrous, exarillate; testa thin; endosperm practically wanting; cotyledons thick, 
conferruminate. 

Type species, Monnina polystachya R. & P. 
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Plant annual; leaves very narrowly lanceolate; fruit strongly com- 
pressed, samaroid, nearly as broad as long; stamens 6. I, M. Wrightii. 
Plant frutescent; leaves lanceolate to oval; fruit ovoid, plump, drupace- 
ous; stamens 8.

Trees or shrubs. Leaves alternate, short-petioled, pinnately veined, mostly coriaceous; 
stipules linear or narrowly lanceolate, deciduous. Inflorescence dense, capitate or sub- 
capitate, few- to many-flowered, in the axils of the upper leaves; peduncle adnate to the petiole 
nearly or quite to the base of the blade. Flowers sessile or short-pedicelled, small, perfect or 
imisexual, zygomorphic. Sepals 5, imbricate, connate at base, somewhat unequal, mostly 
erect. Corolla gamopetalous, short-tubular; corolla-lobes 5, 2 broad and 2-lobed, 3 narrow, 
simple or somewhat 2-lobed. Stamens 5, adnate to the corolla to the summit of the tube; 
anthers sessile or nearly so. Fertile anthers 3 (or rarely 5), associated with the larger coroUa- 
lobes; sterile filaments 2 (or rarely none), alternating with the 3 smaller corolla-lobes, pro- 
longed into flattened or subulate appendages. Hypogynous disk unilateral at the side of the 
larger petals.

Tree about 10 m. high, with glabrous stems and foliage; petioles 8-12 mm. long; leaf- 
blades thick and firm, oblong-ovate to elliptic or oblong, 8-15 cm.' long by half as wide, sub- 
acuminate into an acute or obtuse apex, entire, rounded at base, veins and veinlets conspicu- 
ously reticulate beneath; tunbels relatively loose, about 20-flowered; pedicels 2-4 mm. long; 
calyx obovoid-oblong, 4 mm. high, its lobes bioadly ovate-rhomboid, densely gray-tomentose.

Shrub or small tree 1-6 m. high, with glabrous stems and foliage; petioles stout, 5-10 mm. 
long; leaf-blades coriaceous, rigid, somewhat shining, 4-8 cm. long, 1.5-5 cm. wide, lanceo- 
late to oblong, elliptic, or broadly ovate, acute to obtuse, or subacuminate to an obtuse tip, 
entire, more or less revolute, acute to obtuse or rarely rounded at base, the midvein impressed 
above, prominent beneath, the lateral veins and veinlets prominently reticulate; umbels 
dense, about 10-flowered; flowers short-pedicelled to nearly sessile; calyx dark-brown, sparsely 
pubescent, 2 mm. high, its lobes erect, ov^te, obtuse; drupe ovoid, yellow.

rounded at the apex, broadest above the middle, obtuse or subrotund at base, the veins and 
veinlets obscure above, prominently reticulate beneath; umbels few, dense, 10-15-flowered; 
flowers nearly sessile; calyx about 4 nun. high, its lobes thinly pubescent and ciliate, broadly 
oblong.
